3. It appears from these and preceding tables that the maxi- 
mum number in the Workhouses during the year ended 29tli Sep- 
tember, 1850, was 364,048; and that the maximum number on 
out-door relief, during the same period, was 148,009. Since 
29th September, 1850, to the date of the present Report, the 
maximum number in the Workhouses has been 252,815 ; the 
maximum number on out-door relief 10,935. 

4. During the four years ended on 29tli September, 1850, 
and the subsequent seven months ending 30th April, 1851, a 
comparison of the maximum numbers on out-door and in-door 
relief, during each period, gives the following results :

5. Apart from the improved circumstances of the country, 
the chief cause connected with the administration of relief, to 
which this large decrease in the extent of pauperism may be 
attributed, is the gradual extension of Workhouse accommoda- 
tion. This extension has at length enabled the administrators 
of relief throughout Ireland, with very few exceptions, to meet 
the actual destitution existing, without having recourse to out- 
door relief. The progress of the increase of accommodation has 
been as follows : —

0. An improvement of the sanitary state of the Workhouses, 
and of the sanitary state of the labouring population generally,

7. The aggregate results set forth in the preceding para- 
graphs, do not fully show the rapidity of the progress of im? 
provement which has taken place in some districts ; neither do 
they show, on the other hand, the situation of a few Unions 
which, we regret to say, have not partaken to the full extent in 
the improved circumstances of the country, as regards the state 
of pauperism and the administration of relief. 

8. We therefore particularise, in the first place, the circum- 
stances of the Province of Connaught, which suffered at one 
time more severely on the whole than any other province in 
Ireland, from the evils of famine and from the consequent ex- 
penditure in relief. In this province, the present statistics of 
pauperism, as compared with those of previous years, exhibit a 
remarkable degree of improvement in every respect.

9. The large reduction of expenditure which has accompa- 
nied the practice of administering relief almost exclusively in 
the. Workhouse, will be adverted to in a subsequent paragraph. 
AVe wish to notice here the still more satisfactory circumstance, 
that, during the year ended 29th September, 1850, and the 
seven months which have since elapsed, the worst evils of the 
famine, sucli as tlie occurrence of deaths by the wayside, a high 
rate of mortality in the Workhouse, and the prevalence of dan- 
gerous and contagious diseases in or out of the Workhouse have 
undergone a very material abatement throughout the Unions m 
Ireland. Undoubtedly this change has been influenced by a 
combination of favorable circumstances ; but we do not hesi- 
tate to affirm, that the extension of AVorkhouse room lias 
afforded the means of relieving actual destitution far more effi- 
ciently than could have been done by a corresponding expendi- 
ture in out-door relief, and that life has been preserved with 
more certaiidy, and the-general condition of the population im- 
proved wherever a sufficient extent of AV orkhouse room has 
enabled the Guardians to meet all applications for relief, and 
thus to remove from the minds of the labouring population 
every expectation of the recurrence of an extensive system of 
out-door relief. 

10. As regards the ratio of mortality in AA T orkhouses, it must 
be borne in mind that an accumulation of cases of chronic sick- 
ness among persons who survived the famine, but whose 
enfeebled constitutions afford little hope of any other result 
than a permanent residence in the Workhouse, has filled the 
AVorkhouse hospitals and infirmaries with a great number of 
sick ; and that at certain times of the year, particularly the 
inclement seasons of winter and early spring, an increased pro- 
portion of what may be called the permanent AVorkhouse popu- 
lation sink, and that the general average of the rate of morta- 
lity is from this and other causes, subject to a material increase 
at those seasons of the year. 

11. In the Unions situate in the County of Clare, we have 
experienced, in addition to the causes of increased mortality above 
stated, a still more melancholy state of circumstances arising 
mainly from the disproportion still subsisting between the great 
mass of actual destitution in that county, and the extent of the 
Workhouse accommodation which has been provided to relieve 

* 12. AVe observed in the 14th paragraph of our last Report, 
that the extent of Workhouse accommodation in the County of 
Clare had been increased a;t that time to 12,000 (it was ongi- 
vi ally only 2,800), and that it was still in course of extension as 
being inadequate to the wants of the population. Since that

date, the Workhouse accommodation has been increased to a 
capacity for 19,198 inmates, and there still appears to be a 
necessity for further extension in some of the Unions, espe- 
cially in those of Kilrush and Ennistymon. 

13. In the Union of Ennistymon, we had reason to disapprove 
the course which the Guardians took in discontinuing the 
administration of out-relief before a sufficient extent of Work- 
house accommodation had been provided to enable them to do 
so without risk to the lives of the destitute poor. Besides in- 
attention to our continued remonstrances on this subject, the 
Guardians permitted the internal economy of the Workhouse 
and Auxiliary Workhouses to fall into a state of inefficiency 
which made it our duty to dissolve the Board of Guardians, and 
appoint Paid Officers to manage the affairs of the Union. The 
correspondence which preceded and immediately followed 
the dissolution of this Board has been submitted to Parlia- 
ment. 

14. The Guardians of Kilrush Union had at their disposal 
about the close of last Autumn, vacancies for more than 1,000 
inmates. Under such circumstances, the discontinuance of out- 
door relief was a measure which it was within the legal discre- 
tion of the Guardians to adopt : and a considerable time elapsed 
after the discontinuance of out-relief before any decided increase 
took place in the number of admissions to the Workhouse. In 
the beginning of January, however, the suddenly increased 
pressure of the applications for relief caused the Workhouse 
and Auxiliary Workhouses to be rapidly filled ; and that this 
pressure arose from actual destitution was shown by the low 
physical condition of a great number of the applicants then ad- 
mitted. On finding that the Guardians had exceeded the 
limits of the accommodation provided, we addressed them on 
the danger of continuing such a state of things, and we urged 
upon them the resumption of out-door relief until further accom- 
modation should he provided. The Guardians, with assistance 
from the Rate-in-Aid, were already engaged in the erection of 
additional buildings, but on the receipt of our suggestions they 
recommenced the administration of out-door relief. At the 
present time there are 3,318 recipients of out-door relief in 
Kilrush Union, and 4,903 inmates in the Workhouse. Some 
additional buildings have been recent!}' brought into occupa- 
tion, and the number of inmates does not now exceed the ac- 
commodation provided. Steps, however, are in progress to 
extend the Workhouse accommodation still further. 

15. The rate of mortality during the months of February, 
March and April, has been extremely high in both the Kilrush 
and Ennistymon Unions. It is now materially reduced ; and

we trust,, according to the experience of former years, that 
a further and rapid decrease will take place at the present sea- 
.son .of the year. The main cause of the mortality which has 
occurred in both Unions appears to have been the continued ex- 
pectation of the resumption of out-door relief, and the conse- 
quent unwillingness of persons actually destitute to enter the 
.Workhouse, until the effects of privation during an inclement 
season of the year were such, that no degree of attention or care 
.after admission could avail to preserve their lives. If we except 
the chronic cases above-mentioned, and the cases of those who 
-more recently entered the Workhouse with health already 
seriously impaired, the general health of the inmates in these 
Unions has not been inferior to that of the inmates in other 
Workhouses. 

16. The prevalence of sore eyes and the appearance in some 
instances of a very severe type of ophthalmia have been a source 
of much anxiet 3 r to us in connexion with the administration of 
relief in Workhouses. By a return obtained from all the 
Unions for the years 1849 and 1850, it appears, that in the 
former year, out of 932,884 persons admitted into and relieved 
in the Workhouse no less than 13,812 were medically treated 
for inflammatory disease of the eyes; of this number, 189 
suffered partial injury to the sight ; 114 lost the use of one 
eye, and 37 became entirely blind ; while 12,233 were discharged 
cured. In the course of the year 1850, no less than 27,200 
were similarly attacked out of 805,702 admitted into and 
relieved in the Workhouse; and of this number, 506 suffered 
partial injury; 202 lost one eye; 80 both eyes; and 23,409 
were discharged cured. 

17. A very severe type of ophthalmia showed itself in Ath- 
lone Union in 1849, and in Tipperary Union in 1850. On the 
former occasion, we engaged the professional services of Dr. 
Jacob, who visited tlie Athlone Union and advised with the 
Medical Officer on the general treatment of the patients. Mr. 
Wilde at our request visited the Tipperary Union in 1850, and 
advised on the general treatment of the patients, both person- 
ally and in a written communication to the Medical Officers ; 
and we afterwards procured a further visitation of Athlone 
Workhouse by Mr. Wilde, although at that time the disease had 
materially abated in that Union. Tlie visits and suggestions 
of these gentlemen were followed by very useful results ; and 
neither at Athlone nor at Tipperary is ophthalmia now prevailing 
in any serious degree. We give in the Appendix a report made 
to us by Dr. Jacob on the Athlone Union, and a copy of the' 
written instructions addressed to the Medical Officers of Tip- 
perary Union by Mr. Wilde, as well as his report made to 
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Comparative Statement of 'Pauperism and Expenditure. 9 

ourselves, in connexion with a Circular letter which we sent to 
each Inspector on the subject of the sanitary arrangements most 
likely to arrest or prevent this formidable disease.* 

18. Two Tables have been constructed from the Union 
Returns, the former of which shows the comparative prevalence 
of inflammatory disease of the. eye during each of the months 
of the years 1849 and 1830. The other Table shows the classes 
of patients, the commencement and duration of the disease, and 
the results of the treatment. Both Tables will be found in the 
Appendix.! 

19. In the 15tli and 16th paragraphs of our last Report, we 
dwelt on the great reduction of expenditure exhibited in the 
first six months of the year commencing 30th September, 1849, 
and expressed our hope of a material alleviation of the burden 
of poor rates in Ireland after the harvest of 1850. This reduc- 
tion we are happy to say has taken place to an extent which 
exceeds the expectation we then formed. The following is a 
comparative statement of expenditure and pauperism for each 
of the three years ended 29th September, 1848, 1849, and 
1850.

20. It is satisfactory to observe in the above Table that the 
large decrease of out-door relief in 1850, in comparison with

1849, is accompanied by some decrease likewise in each of the 
other heads of expenditure, together with a decrease in the 
total numbers relieved in the Workhouse within the year. 
The latter circumstance may appear, at first sight, inconsistent 
with the fact that in the weekly series of the numbers of 
Workhouse inmates (see paragraph 3) there appears to be at all 
times a larger number in 1850 than in 1849. The explanation 
is to be found in the circumstance that in 1850 there has 
been far less fluctuation by way of admission into and dis- 
charge from the Workhouse than in former years ; and that 
consequently the average duration of residence in the Work- 
house is greater than it was, by reason chiefly of the accumula- 
tion of chronic cases of debility among the survivors of the 
famine which has already been adverted to in paragraph 10. 

81. We have now passed through seven months of the cur- 
rent year 1850-51 ; and although the reduction of expenditure 
last year was 34 per cent., we have reason to believe that the 
expenditure of the current year will be materially less than 
that of the last year. 

The following Table shows the expenditure and collection of 
Poor-rates for the first six months of the years 1850—51, in com- 
parison with those of the same period in former years.

26. When considering the propriety of carrying _ out the 
Boundary Reports in the more Northern portions of the 1 1 o- 
vince of Ulster, we met with an adverse expression of opinion 
on the part of several Boards of Guardians which made us 
pause in the progress of these operations; and we finally deter- 
mined not to carry out some of the changes recommended.

Unions and Electoral Divisions. Those liabilities may be said 
to consist of two classes; one comprising the debts to Govern- 
ment for Workhouse Loans and Relief Advances ; the other, 
embracing the debits and credits standing to accoimtoi Electo- 
ral Divisions as between themselves only, at the time when the 
change was effected. In the consolidation, therefore, ot the

completed, and in the occupation of the Guardians. The pro- 
gress of these operations has an important hearing on our pros- 
pect of a further reduction in the expenditure of Poor Rates in 
Ireland ; and we look forward with hope to a time when the 
improving circumstances of the country may enable the Guard- 
ians safely to dispense with the greater part of the auxiliary 
buildings now in use at so great a cost in establishment 
chaiges, and to concentrate the maintenance and management 
of the destitute poor in Workhouses built according to plans 
designed for the preservation of due order, discipline, employ- 
ment, and classification of the inmates.

No. VI. — General Order of 28th October 1850, providing for 
Audit of Accounts in New Unions, and amending Ac- 
counts Orders as to time of Audit. 

To the Guardians of the Poor of the several Unions named in the 
Schedule hereunto annexed; to the Clerk or Clerks to the 
Justices of the Petty Sessions held for the Division or Divisions 
in which the said Unions are severally situated; to Captain 
Richard Owen, R.N., of Gorey, in the County of Wexford; 
George Binks Braddell, of Bullingate, Camew, in the County 
of Wicklow, Esquire ; Charles Mathew, of the City of Cork, 
Esq.; Thomas Murray, of Skeepwalk, Arklow, in the County of 
Wicklow, and late of the Town of Carrick-on-Suir, Esq.; William 
Leatham, of Thornhill, in the County of Londonderry, Esq.; 
and Reuben Simms, of Castlewood Terrace, Rathmines, in the 
County of Dublin, Esq. ; and to all others whom it may concern : 
Whereas in pursuance of the provisions of an Act passed in the second 
year of the reign of her present Majesty Queen Victoria, entitled “ An 
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Act for tlie more effectual Relief of the Destitute Poor in Ireland,” 
and in exercise of the powers by the said Act vested in them in that 
behalf, the Poor Law Commissioners did, hy a General Order under 
their hands and seal, bearing date the thirteenth day of May, one thou- 
sand eight hundred and forty-four, appoint George Binks Braddell, 
Esquire, Charles Mathew, Esquire, Thomas Murray, Esquire, and 
Captain Richard Owen, R.N., to be Auditors for the purpose of 
Auditing the Accounts of every Guardian, Treasurer, or other person 
having the collection, receipt, or application of any monies assessed 
for the Relief of the Destitute Poor in any of the Unions mentioned 
in the Schedule to the said Order annexed, or holding or accountable 
for any balance or sum of money, or any books, deeds, papers, goods, 
or chattels, relating to the Relief of the Destitute Poor within such 
Unions, and of all other persons liable to account under the said Act 
in regard to the said Unions, so that nevertheless one only of the said 
Auditors should Audit the Accounts in any one of the said Unions, in 
respect of the same period ; and by certain instruments under our seal, 
bearing date the 21st day of November, 1848, We, the Commissioners 
for administering the laws for Relief of the Poor in Ireland, did ap- 
point William Leathern, then of Thornhill, in the County of London- 
derry, Esq., and Reuben Simms, then of Drogheda, in tlie County of 
the Town of Drogheda, Esq., respectively, to be Auditors for the 
purpose of Auditing the Accounts of all persons liable to account 
under the said recited Act, and the other Acts in force for the Relief 
of the Destitute Poor in Ireland : 

And whereas by such appointments the said Captain Richard 
Owen, George Binks Braddell, Charles Mathew, Thomas Murray, 
William Leatham, and Reuben Simms, Esquires, are invested each of 
them with power and authority, by summons under his hand and seal, 
to require any person to attend before him at any time and at any 
place not more than ten miles from the place of abode of such person, 
for the purpose of giving information or evidence upon any matter 
connected with the accounts of any person liable to account under the 
said Act, and to make inquiry into any such matter, and to administer 
oaths, and examine all such persons upon oath, and to require and 
enforce the production upon oath of books, contracts, agreements, ac- 
counts, maps, plans, surveys, valuations, and writings, or copies there- 
of respectively, in anywise relating to such matter, or where he shall 
think lit, in lieu of requiring such oaths as aforesaid, to require any 
such person to make and subscribe a declaration of tlie truth of tlie 
matters respecting which he shall have been or shall be so ex- 
amined : 

And whereas in pursuance of the provisions of the said Act, and of 
an Act passed in the tenth year of the reign of her present Majesty, 
intituled “ An Act to make further Provision for the Relief of the 
Destitute Poor in Ireland,” we have, by orders under our seal, from 
time to time altered the limits of certain of the Unions named in the 
Schedule annexed to the said Order of the 13th day of May, 1844; 
and from townlands separated therefrom, we have, by other orders 
under our seal, formed other new Unions, and in order to provide for 
tlie Audit of the Accounts of the same, it is expedient that the powers 
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vested in the said Auditors shall extend to and be in force in re- 
spect to such new Unions : 

Now, therefore, we do hereby confirm the appointments of the said 
Captain Richard Owen, R.N., George Binks Braddell, Charles 
Mathew, Thomas Murray, William Leatham, and Reuben Simms, 
Esquires, and all the aforesaid powers and authorities so vested in 
them as such Auditors, and we do declare that each of the said Audi- 
tors shall audit the Accounts of such of the Unions named in the 
Schedule in this Order contained, as we may from time to time 
direct. 

And whereas by Sealed Orders issued from time to time for the 
Keeping and Auditing of Union Accounts, it is among other things 
directed that the Auditor appointed for the Union shall give to the 
Clerk to the Board of Guardians, to the Collectors, to the Treasurer of 
the Union, and to the Wardens of the several Parishes and Places in 
the Union, six clear days 7 notice in writing of the day, hour, and 
place, on and at which he intends to Audit the said Accounts ; and 
that he shall for that purpose fix some day within sixty days after 
Lady Day and Michaelmas Day respectively : 

And whereas it is expedient to rescind so much of the said Orders 
as requires that the Audit of Accounts shall be made within sixty 
days after Lady Day and Michaelmas Day respectively : 

Now, therefore, in exercise of the powers and authorities vested in 
us, we do hereby rescind so much of every Order issued to any of the 
Unions named in the Schedule in this Order contained as directs that 
the Auditor shall fix some day within sixty days after Lady Day and 
Michaelmas Day respectively, for the Audit of the Accounts of every 
such Union, and in lieu thereof we do hereby order and direct that 
the Auditor shall fix such day for the Audit of the Accounts of such 
Union as he shall find most fitting and convenient ; and we do here- 
by confirm all other provisions of every Sealed Order for the Keeping 
and Auditing of Unions’ Accounts as aforesaid.

No. VII.' — General Order of 83rd of December, 1850, assess- 
ing and declaring the Amount to be Levied in each Union 
and Electoral Division respectively, for a Rate in Aid, under 
18 Vic., c. 84. 

To the Guardians of the Poor of the several Unions named in the 
Schedule hereunto annexed ; to the Treasurer of each of such 
Unions respectively, and to all other persons whom it may concern : 

Whereas, in pursuance of the provisions of an Act passed in the 

Twelfth Year of the reign of Her present Majesty, Queen Victoria, 
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intituled “ An Act to make provision, until the Thirty-first Day of 
December, One Thousand Eight Hundred and Fifty, for a General 
Kate in Aid of certain distressed Unions and Electoral Divisions in 
Ireland,” We, the Commissioners for administering the Laws for 
Relief of the Poor in Ireland, by a General Order under our Seal, 
bearing date the Thirteenth day of June, One Thousand Eight 
Hundred and Forty- nine,* did fix and declare the Sum which We 
deemed it necessary should be raised for the purposes of the said 
Act during the Year ending the Thirty-first day of December, One 
Thousand Eight Hundred and Forty-nine ; and We did assess the 
Sum upon the several Unions in Ireland, in proportion to the 
Annual Value of the property in each Union rateable to the relief of 
the Poor, according to the Valuation thereof then in force ; and We 
did declare the amount which should be leviable on each Electoral 
Division in such Union. 

And whereas it is necessary to raise a further General Kate in Aid 
of certain distressed Unions and Electoral Divisions in Ireland, 
under the Provisions of the said Act : 

Now, therefore, in pursuance of the Provisions of the said Act, 
and with the assent and approval of the Lord Lieutenant of Ireland, 
certified by his signature hereto, We do hereby fix and declare the 
Sum of Ninety-nine Thousand Three Hundred and Sixty-two Pounds, 
Three Shillings, and Three Pence, as the amount of the further 
Sum which We deem it necessary should be raised for the purposes 
of the said Act. 

And We do hereby Assess the said Sum of £99,362 3s. 3d. upon 
the several Unions in Ireland, in proportion to the Annual Value of 
the property in each Union rateable to the relief of the Poor, 
according to the Valuation thereof now in force as follows ; that is to 
say, We assess upon each Union the amount set opposite to its name 
in the Schedule hereunto annexed. 

And We do hereby declare that of the Sum so Assessed on each 
Union in the said Schedule, the amount which is leviable on each 
Electoral Division in such Union is the amount set opposite the 
name of such Electoral Division in the said Schedule.

Whereas in pursuance of the Provisions of an Act passed in the 
Thirteenth Year of the Reign of Her present Majesty, Queen Victoria, 
intituled “An Act to authorize a further advance of . Money to 
certain distressed Poor Law Unions, and to make provision for the 
Repayment of Advances made and authorized to be made to Poor 
Law Unions and other Districts in Ireland the Lords Commis- 
sioners of Her Majesty’s Treasury have transmitted to us, the Com- 
missioners for administering the Laws for Relief of the Poor in 
Ireland, a Statement showing all the Annuities which should be 
charged on the several Electoral Divisions and Townlands of the Dun- 
dalk Union, in repayment of the Debts due by the Guardians of the 
Poor of the said Union in respect of the sums advanced as Loans for 
building a Workhouse for the said Union, and in respect of sums 
advanced for the temporary Relief of Destitute Poor Persons,, for the 
employment of the Labouring Poor, and for the extension and 
promotion of Public Works ; and directing and determining the 
continuance of the said Annuities and the days of Payment thereof 
respectively : 

Now therefore, in pursuance of the provisions of the said Act, and

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7. In regard to the former class of cases, the Guardians are justi- 
fied in clearing the rate-book of an assessment which never had any 
legal existence, and they should not carry the arrear forward into a 
new Rate. 

8. In the latter class of cases, the Collector, through whose default 
the Rate has been lost, is liable, together with his sureties, to make 
good the loss arising from his failure to enforce the payment of the 
Rate. 

9. The Board of Guardians have no power to entertain the appli- 
cations of parties for remission of Rate on the alleged grounds of er- 
roneous or excessive valuation, or of the altered circumstances of pro- 
perty since it was valued, the owners or occupiers of such property 
not having appealed against the Rate. And it should be the uniform 
practice of the Guardians to refer all persons making applications of 
this nature to the remedy by appeal provided by law. 

10. In some cases, Rate has been struck off on the ground of the 
parties rated being insolvent ; but the insolvency of the present oc- 
cupier of a holding does not afford legal ground for considering 
the Rate, which attaches as well to the property as to the person 
rated, to be irrecoverable, as the amount is recoverable from the sub- 
sequent occupier of the premises. 

11. The same principle applies to premises described as “ waste;” 
and on this point the Commissioners desire to refer the Guardians to 
their circular letter of the 17th of December last,* accompanying the 
opinion of the present Attorney-General as to the liabilities of the 
owners of such property. Where houses unconnected with land fall 
into a state of ruin by decay or other cause, the Commissioners, as 
already explained, think the Guardians may properly declare the 
arrears due to be irrecoverable ; but if such tenements still exist and 
are capable of future occupation, the Guardians have no power to re- 
lieve the proprietors from the Rates due thereon. 

12. With regard to houses (not having land connected therewith) 
which are unoccupied at the time of making a Rate, the liability of 
such houses to be rated and the propriety of rating the owners have 
been the subject of conflicting legal opinions ; and the Commission- 
ers understanding that a case involving this question is in course of 
beino- submitted for the decision of one of the Superior Courts of Law, 
do not propose to express any general opinion on the question at the 
present time ; but in case the owners of premises not occupied by 
them at the time the rate was made should dispute the payment of 
Rates legally made upon them, the Commissioners think that the 
Guardians should refer them to the legal remedy of procedure by 
appeal to the Court of Quarter Sessions. 

13. As the Commissioners understand that considerable misconcep- 
tion exists among Collectors of Poor Rate with reference to the cases 
in which Rates may be declared irrecoverable, and that they are ac- 
customed to submit to the Guardians lists of such cases with a view 
to their remission by the Guardians, the Commissioners think it de- 
sirable that the Collectors should be fully informed of their liability

14 2. S Whenever, in pursuance of the provisions of 12th and 13th Vie, 
c 104, sec. 2, the adjustment of liabilities in consequence of any alte- 
ration of the boundaries of the Union of which you are Clerk, oi of 
the Electoral Divisions thereof, shall have been finally determined and 
direction given for the levy of the amount required for the purpose, it 
will be necessary that the poundage of the Rate should be inserted in 
the heading of the rate-book in the place provided in the form AM 
in like manner, whenever an order shall have been issued, , tinder _ the 
provisions of 13th Vic, c. 14, setting forth the amount to be levied foi 
the repayment of advances made to any Electoral Division oi Town- 
land or other District of the Union, the poundage to be assessed upon 
each Townland named in such Order, will have to be specified in the 
heading of the Rate in the place marked for the purpose in the form.

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3. It will be necessary that a separate portion of the rate-book 
should be devoted to each Townland in the Union. It may be advis- 
able in many cases to allot a separate leaf of the rate-book to each 
Townland, but this may not be necessary in all cases. You will, how- 
ever, take care in preparing the rate-books, that the name of every 
Townland and the particulars of the poundage or poundages assessed 
thereon are duly inserted at the commencement of the portion of the 
book relating to the particular Townland, as directed in paragraph 6 
ol the instructions contained in the accompanying Order. 

4. You will like-wise take care to insert in every case, after the 
name of each Townland in the Union, whether chargeable with any 
sums under the above provisions or not, the name of the Barony or 
Half Barony, as the case may be, in which the Townland is situate. 

5. In the column headed “ Amount of Rate,” is to be inserted the 
amount according to the total poundage set forth in the heading of the 
Rate, except where the “ person receiving rent in respect of heredi- 
taments exempt from rating under 1st and 2nd Vic., c. 56,” is rated 
in respect of such rent, under sec. 10 of 12tli and 13th Vic., c. 104, 
in which case such person is to be rated to the extent of only half the 
poundage on the Townland in which the property is situate. 

6. I he Commissioners have likewise deemed it necessary to revise 
the form of Collecting Book at present in use, so that it may be 
adapted to the new form of Rate ; and they forward herewith a form 
to be hereafter used for this book. It will be necessary in preparing 
the collecting book to devote a separate portion of it to each Town” 
land, and to specify therein the name of the Townland, and the total 
poundage assessed upon it, as in the rate-book. And you will take 
care that the collecting book for each Electoral Division shall be 
piepared in future in this manner and in the form herein directed to 
be used.

I am directed by the Commissioners for Administering the Laws 
for Relief of the Poor in Ireland to call the attention of the Board of 

Guardians of Union to the fact that the Temporary Fever Acts, 

under the authority of which the Temporary Fever Hospitals 

are at present maintained in that Union, will expire at the close of 
the present Session of Parliament, and I am to request that the Guar- 
dians will be so good as to consider what Fever Hospitals it will be 
necessary to retain under the provisions of the 16th section of the 6th 
and 7th Vic., c. 92. 

In regard to the Dispensary Relief, now established under 
the requisitions of the Board of Health, the attention of the Guar- 
dians is requested to the 5tli section of the 10th Vic., c. 31, which 
authorizes the Commissioners, in cases where it shall appear to them 
necessary and expedient, to direct the Guardians to appoint a Medical 
Officer for affording Medical Relief out of the Workhouse.

Referring to a Circular of the 17th instant, which you have 
received from the Under Secretary of His Excellency the Lord Lieu- 
tenant, with a copy of the Act 13 and 14 Vic. c. 69, for amending 
the Laws regulating the Qualification of Parliamentary Voters m 
Ireland, — J 

The Commissioners for administering the Laws for Relief of the 
Poor desire to direct your attention at present more especially to the 
provisions of the 1 7th and 32nd Sections, as imposing the Duties to 
be first performed by you under that Act. 

The following are the Sections above referred to 

“17. And be it enacted, that the Clerk of each Poor Law Union 
wholly or m part within the limits of any county in Ireland shall, on or 
5 ef ° re ^ t? ntl1 d , a y of October ™ the year one thousand eight hun- 
dred and fifty make out and transmit to the Clerk of the Peace of each 
county into which any part of such Union extends, a list or return for 
each barony or division of a barony of such county situate within 
such Union, of every male person of full age who shall be rated in the 
then last Rate made under the Acts for the more effectual Relief of

the destitute Poor in Ireland as the occupier of any lands, tenements, 
or hereditaments situate in such barony or division of a barony, and 
within such Union, of a net annual value of twelve pounds or upwards, 
excluding nevertheless from such return every such occupier who 
shall not, on or before the thirtieth day of September in such year, 
have paid all Poor rates (if any) which shall have become payable by 
him in respect of such premises previously to the thirty-first day of 
March then last : and such return shall be in the form and shall 
contain the particulars mentioned in the form (number 4) in the 
Schedule (A) to this act annexed ; and each such Clerk of a Union, 
after due inquiry, which lie is required to make, with the assistance

or is dead, as the case may be ; and such return shall be signed by

the Union “Workhouse is situate, and which oath any such Justice is

« 32. And be it enacted, that the Clerk of every Poor Law Union 
comprising the whole or any part of any city, town, or borough in 
Ireland returning a member or members to serve in Parliament, shall, 
on or before the tenth day of October in the year one thousand eight 
hundred and fifty, and on or before the eighth day of J uly in every 
year after one thousand eight hundred and fifty-one, make out and 
transmit to the Town Clerk of each such city, town, or borough, a 
list of every male person of full age who shall be rated in the then 
last rate made under the Acts for the more effectual Relief of the 
destitute Poor in Ireland, as the occupier of any lands, tenements, 
or hereditaments situate within such city, town, or borough, of a net 
annual value of eight pounds or upwards, — and of every such person 
as last aforesaid who shall be rated in the then last rate made under 
the said Acts jointly with any other person or persons as the occupier 
of any such lands, tenements, or hereditaments, situated as aforesaid, 
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of a net .annual value of such ail amount as when divided by the 
number of -occupiers would give to each such occupier a net annual 
value of eight pounds or upwards,— excluding nevertheless from 
such list every such occupier, and every such joint occupier who shall 
not m the year one thousand eight hundred and fifty, on or before the 
thirtieth day of September, and in each year after one thousand eioht 
hundred and fifty-one shall not on or before the first day of July in

immediately on receipt of the precept to be issued to you by the Clerk 
ot the 1 eace on the 9th proximo, pursuant to section 16.

which declares that no person si, all be entitled to be on the first 
Eegistei of Voters (for 1851) who within twelve months before the 
9th November, 1850, shall have received relief under the Acts for 
the more effectual Belief of the destitute Poor in Ireland. You will 
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observe, however, that no provision for the entry of objections in 
the manner above described is contained in section 32, so that you 
will understand that it does not extend to the return for any city, 
town, or borough, which may be included in the Union. 

In pursuance of the 107th section of the Act, it will also be your 
duty to enter in all future rate books the name of the barony or 
half barony in which each townland is situated, wherever such town- 
land is mentioned in the rate book. The Commissioners’ General 
Order of 28th June last prescribing new forms of rate books has pro- 
vided for the insertion of the names of the baronies and half baronies 
therein accordingly ; and you will of course proceed in this respect 
in regard to all future rates, in accordance with that order and the 
instructions in the circular of 1 st J uly last,* transmitting a copy 
of the order to you, to which your attention is requested. 

The Commissioners will immediately provide, by a general order,']' 
for the addition of the name of the barony or half barony in which 
each townland is situated, in all cases where rates shall not have 
been made since the issue of their General Order of the 28th of 
June last. 

Under section 31 it will be your duty, and that of the collectors 
of Poor-rate, to facilitate the inspection of the rate books or collecting 
books, and to furnish, when so required, — 

“ A list containing the name and place of abode of every person 
who shall not have paid on or before the thirtieth day of Septem- 
ber, in the year one thousand eight hundred and fifty, and on or 
before the said first day of July in each year after one thousand 
eight hundred and fifty-one, all such rates within the collection of 
such collector as aforesaid which shall have become payable by him 
(if any) in respect of the occupation of any lands, tenements, or 
hereditaments in such city, town, or borough, describing such 
premises, previously to the thirty-first day of March one thousand 
eight hundred and fifty (as regards the register for the year one 
thousand eight hundred and fifty-one), and previously, in any suc- 
ceeding year, to the first day of January in such year.” 

According to sections 48 and 49, it will further be your duty to 
attend the Court of Revision, which may be held between the first 
day of January and the 14th day of February next, and the Com- 
missioners direct your attention to the several sections having 
reference to this subject, viz. 46, 48, 49, and 50 ; and they also 
desire to point out the liability which you incur under sections 66 
and 67, in case of neglect of any portion of your duties. 

The Commissioners will forward to you, within a few days, copies 
of a circular pointing out the duties imposed upon Collectors of Poor- 
rate,]; which circulars it will be your duty to forward, without delay, 
to all the collectors of rate now acting in the Union, or who may 
hereafter be appointed to that office.

The Commissioners for administering the Laws for Belief of 
the Poor in Ireland desire to call the attention of the Board of 

Uuardians of. Union to the provisions of section 116 of the Act 

13 and 14 Vic. c. 69 (a copy of which has been forwarded to you), 
which repeals the provisions of section 1 of 6 and 7 Vic. c. 92, so 
iar as they relate to the rating of tenements in any Electoral Division 
situate wholly or in part in any of the boroughs of Dublin, Cork 
Limerick, Belfast, and Waterford, from and after the 14th August 
1850, the date of the passing of the first-named Act,— and enacts 
that in any rate made after that date, the immediate lessor is to be 
rated in the cases described, only where the net annual value is under 
the value of eight pounds, excluding cases where the net annual value 
amounts to eight pounds or upwards. 

In the latter cases, the occupier is now rateable in any future rate ; 
.and care should be taken to rate the proper parties accordingly in all 
future rates. ° 



n? ^ ? ame ° f an ? immediate lessor who is rateable under section 
l ib ot 13 and 14 Vic. c. 69, be not accurately known, the words 

Immediate ^Lessor” may be entered in the proper column of the 
Kate Book, instead of his name. But before rating any immediate 
lessor under this section, it must be ascertained that the occupier of 
the tenement does not occupy any rateable hereditaments in any 
A lector at Division containing any part of the borough , amounting in 
the whole to eight pounds net annual value in such division. And 
care must be taken not to rate the immediate lessor of any tenement 
not amounting to eight pounds net annual value, wherein the occupier 
has a greater estate or interest than a tenancy from year to year 
unless that interest has been created by any lease or agreement made 
since the passing of the Act 6 and 7 Vic. c. 92 (on the 24th August, 
1843), m which latter case the immediate lessor must be rated. 

The Commissioners will provide, by a general order, for the 
necessary alteration in the notice directed by the general order of 
the 28th June last, to be placed in the first page of each Rate Book.

6. Parliamentary Franchise Act : — Circular to Collectors 
of Poor-Rates, as to their Duties under the Act. 



Poor Law Commission Office , Dublin , 
31$* August, 1850. 

Th ? Commissioners for administering the Laws for Relief of the 
I oor in Ireland desire to direct your attention to those provisions of 
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the Parliamentary Voters Act, 1 3 and 14 Vic. c. 69 (a copy of which 
lias been forwarded to the Clerk of the Union m which you act as a 
Collector of Poor-rates,) which impose duties upon the collectors ol 
rates and which will require your careful observance. . 

The provisions to which your earliest attention will bo required are 
those contained in the 1 7th, 31st, and 109th sections. 

By the 17th section it is amongst other things enacted: — _ . 

“ That the Clerk of each Poor Law Union wholly or in part within 
the limits of any county in Ireland shall, on or before the tenth day 
of October in the year one thousand eight hundred and fifty, make 
out and transmit to the Clerk of the Peace of each county into which 
any part of such Union extends, a list or return for each barony or 
division of a barony of such county situate within such Union, ol 
every male person of full age who shall be rated in the then last rate 
made under the Acts for the more effectual Belief of the Destitute 
Poor in Ireland as the occupier of any lands, tenements, or here- 
ditaments situate in such barony or division of a barony, and within 
such Union, of a net annual value of twelve pounds or upwards, 
excluding nevertheless from such return every such occupier who 
shall not, on or before the thirtieth day of September in such year, 
have paid all Poor-rates (if any) which shall have become payable 
by him in respect of such premises previously to the thirty-first day 
of March then last:” “and each such Clerk of a Union, after due 
inquiry, which he is required to make, wdtli the assistance of the 
respective Collector or Collectors of Poor-rates for such respective 
barony or division of a barony (and which assistance such Collector or 
Collectors is and are hereby required to give for such purpose), shall 
and is hereby required to add, by a stamp or in writing, in the margin 
«• of such return, the word ‘objected’ to the name of any person 
inserted in such return, in case such Clerk of the Union shall have 
reasonable cause to believe such person not to be or to have ceased to 
be occupier as aforesaid of the lands, tenements, or hereditaments in 
respect of which he shall have been so rated, or not to have been such 
occupier during the whole period from the ninth day of November in 
the then last preceding year to the time of making such return ; and 
such Clerk of the Union shall also in like manner add the word 
‘ objected’ or ‘ dead’ before the name of any person in such return, if 
such Clerk of the Union shall have reasonable cause to believe that 
such person is not entitled to have his name on the Begister ofVoters 
then next to be made for such county, or is dead, as the case may be.” 
You will not fail to render the Clerk the assistance which you are 
required thereby to afford to him in the inquiries which it will be his 
duty to make under the above quoted provisions of the Act. 

Under section 3 1, it will be your duty to furnish to the Town Clerk 
of any city, town, or borough in the Union, when required by him to 
do so, a list of persons who shall not have paid their rates as required 
by the Act. The section is as follows : — 

“31. And be it enacted, that the Town Clerk of every such city, 
town, or borough, for his assistance in making out the list of voters as 
herein-after mentioned, (upon request made by him at any time 
between the hours of ten of the clock in the forenoon and four of 'the 
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clock in tlie afternoon of any day, except Sunday, between tlie fifth 
day of November and tlie twelfth day of December in tlie year one 
thousand eight hundred and fifty, and between the sixteenth day of 
June and the twentieth day of J uly in every year after one thousand 
eight hundred and fifty-one, to any Collector of Poor-rates, or to any 
other officer having the custody of any such Rate or Rate Book), shall 
have free liberty to inspect the same, and to extract such particulars 
as may appear to such Town Clerk to be necessary ; and every 
Collector of Poor-rates of premises within such city, town, or borough, 
or officer having the custody of the Rate Books relating to the same, 
shall (if required by the Town Clerk) within four days after the 
thirtieth day of September in the year one thousand eight hundred 
and fifty, or the first day of July in every year after one thousand 
eight hundred and fifty-one, make out and deliver to the said Town 
Clerk a list containing the name and place of abode of every person 
who shall not have paid on or before the thirtieth day of September 
in the year one thousand eight hundred and fifty, and on or before 
the said first day of July in each year after one thousand eight 
hundred and fifty-one, all such rates within the collection of such 
Collector as aforesaid which shall have become payable by him (if 
any) in respect of the occupation of any lands, tenements, or here- 
ditaments in such city, town, or borough, describing such premises, 
previously to the thirty-first day of March one thousand eight 
hundred and fifty (as regards the Register for the year one thousand 
eight hundred and fifty-one), and previously, in any succeeding year, 
to the first day of January in such year; and the Town Clerk shall 
keep the said list, to be perused by any person, without payment of 
any fee, at any time between the hours of ten of the clock in the 
forenoon and four of the clock in the afternoon of any day, except 
Sunday, during the first fourteen days after the list of voters shall 
have been published as herein-after mentioned.” 

Your especial attention is requested to the provisions of section 109 
of the Act, which requires the attendance of yourself or a deputy duly 
appointed by you in writing, at a place in each barony in your 
district during the four last days of September (exclusive of Sunday) 
in the present year, and on the 1st July and the three preceding days 
in subsequent years, for the receipt of rates ; and you are required to 
give notice, which notice should be published in the usual places for 
posting notices in your district, of the time and place of such attend- 
ance in each barony for this purpose. You are also required to make 
a return to the Clerk of the Union of the names and descriptions of 
the persons who shall have paid their rates, within two days after the 
dates referred to. The following is the section of the Act, and you 
will observe that you are liable to a penalty of ten pounds for any 
failure to comply with the requirements of that section, or to render 
assistance to the Clerk of the Union under the provisions of the 17th 
and 19 th sections : — 

“109. And be it enacted, that the respective Collector of Poor- 
rates shall attend in person, or by a sufficient deputy duly appointed 
by him by writing under his hand, at some place in each barony (of 
which he shall give public notice) within the Union or part of tlie 
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Union whereof he is Collector, during the thirtieth day of September 
in the year one thousand eight hundred and fifty, and during the 
three next preceding days, exclusive of Sunday, and in each year 
after one thousand eight hundred and fifty-one during the first day of 
July (not being Sunday) and during the three next preceding days, 
exclusive of Sunday, or if the first day of July be Sunday then during 
the four next preceding days in each such year, for the purpose of giving 
receipts for Poor-rate to any persons requiring the same, and paying 
the amount of Poor-rate then payable by them ; and the respective 
Collector of Poor-rate, or a sufficient deputy for him as _ aforesaid, 
shall in like manner attend at a place (of which he shall give public 
notice) in every such city, town, or borough as aforesaid within the Union 
or part of the Union of which he is Collector, during the like days as 
before provided in the year one thousand eight hundred and fifty, and 
(as regards each year after one thousand eight hundred and fifty-one) 
during the first day of July (not being Sunday), and during the three 
next preceding days, exclusive of Sunday, or if the first day of July 
be Sunday then during the four next preceding days in each year for 
the like purpose : and if any such Collector of Poor-rates shall not 
return to the Clerk of the respective Union the names and descriptions 
of the persons who shall have paid their Poor-rates, and a statement 
of the sums respectively paid by them, within the space of two days 
after the thirtieth day of September in the year one thousand eight 
hundred and fifty, or the first day of July in any year after one 
thousand eight hundred and fifty-one, or if any such Collector shall 
neglect or refuse to give his assistance to the Clerk of the respective 
Union as by this Act required in or for the making out the return or 
list of rated occupiers or the copy of the Register in any year for the 
purposes of this Act, or shall wilfully and without reasonable cause 
give any false information which may lead to the omission of, or the 
entering of an objection to, the name of any person entitled to be 
inserted in such list, or to the insertion of the name of any person not 
entitled to be inserted therein, such Collector shall be liable to a 
penalty not exceeding ten pounds, to be recovered summarily before 
any Justice of the Peace, and levied by distress.” 

You will also have to attend the Revision Court and give evidence 
when required by the Assistant Barrister, under section 50 ; and 
under section 66 you are liable to a penalty for non-attendance when 
summoned to attend such Court. 

With respect to your duties under the Act in subsequent years, the 
Commissioners desire also to call your attention to the 19th and 20tli 
sections which are as follow : — 

“ 19. And be it enacted, that the Clerk of each Poor Law Union 
wholly or in part within the limits of any county in Ireland, on or 
before the eighth day of July in every year after one thousand eight 
hundred and fifty-one shall, after due inquiry, which he is hereby 
required to make, with the assistance of the respective Collector or 
Collectors of Poor-rates (which assistance such Collector or Collectors 
is and are hereby required to give), upon the copy of the Register of 
each barony or division of a barony of such county included within 
such Union, transmitted to him in such year by the Clerk of the 
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Peace of such county, enter objections to the names of persons not 
entitled to be on the Register then next to be made in manner 
following : that is to say, such Clerk of the Union shall add, by a 
stamp or in writing, in the margin for such purpose the word ‘objected’ 
or ‘dead’ before the name of any person whose qualification, as stated 
on such copy of Register, is as rated occupier of lands, tenements, or 
hereditaments of the annual value of twelve pounds or upwards, if 
such person shall not have been rated in the then last rate made 
under the Acts for the more effectual Relief of the Destitute Poor in 
Ireland as the occupier of the same lands, tenements, or hereditaments 
in such respective barony of a net annual value of twelve pounds or 
upwards, — or if such person shall not, on or before the first day of 
J uly in such year, have paid all Poor-rates (if any) which shall have 
become payable by him in respect of such lands, tenements, or here- 
ditaments previously to the first day of January in such year, — or if 
such Clerk of the Union shall have reasonable cause to believe such 
person not to be or to have ceased to be occupier as aforesaid, or not 
to have been such occupier during the whole period from the twentieth 
day of J uly in the then last preceding year to the then present time, 
— or if such Clerk of the Union shall have reasonable cause to believe 
such person not to be entitled to have his name on the Register of 
Voters then next to be made for such county, or to be dead, as the 
case may be : and such copies of Register shall be in the form and 
shall contain the particulars mentioned in the form (number 14) in 
the Schedule (A) to this act annexed ; and such copies of Register 
shall be signed by such respective Clerk of the Union, and shall be 
verified by him as true and correct, according to the best of his belief, 
by an oath to be made by him before some Justice of the Peace in 
and for the said county within which such lands are situate, or the 
county in which the Union V orkhouse is situate, and which oath any 
such Justice is hereby authorized and required to administer, and to 
certify at the foot of such copies of Register the taking of such oath : 
and such Clerk of the Union shall return each such copy of Register, 
with all such marginal additions as aforesaid, to the Clerk of the 
Peace of such respective county wherein such barony or division of a 
barony is situate, on or before the eighth day of July in such year: 
provided always, that in case any barony of a county shall be divided 
so as to lie in more than one Union, the Clerk of the Peace of such 
county shall transmit as aforesaid one or more copies of Register for 
such barony to the Clerk of each such Union, together with a list of 
the Townlands situate in the respective division of such barony 
situate in such Union, who shall deal with such copy of Register, and 
the names of the persons contained therein, so far as it relates to the 
division of such barony within his Union, in all respects as in this 
provision is directed or required in the case of a barony not so divided. 

“ 20. And be it enacted, that the Clerk of each Poor Law Union, 
wholly or in part within the limits of any county in Ireland shall, on 
or before the eighth day of J uly in every year after the year one 
thousand eight hundred and fifty-one, make out, and, together with 
such copy of Register for each such barony or division of a barony of 
the county within his Union, transmit to the Clerk of the Peace 
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of the county as aforesaid, a supplemental list of every male person of 
full age not already appearing on such copy of Register, who shall 
be rated in the then last Rate made under the Acts for the more 
effectual Relief of the destitute Poor in Ireland as the occupier of any 
lands, tenements, or hereditaments situate within such Union, and in 
such respective barony or division of a barony, as the case may be, 
of a net annual value of twelve pounds or upwards, — excluding never- 
theless from such supplemental list every such occupier who shall not 
on or before the first day of July in such year have paid all Poor- 
rates (if any) which shall have become payable by him in respect of 
such lands, tenements, or hereditaments previously to the first of 
January then last : and such Clerk of the Union is hereby required, 
after due inquiry as aforesaid, with the assistance of the respective 
Collector or Collectors of Poor-rates as aforesaid, (which assistance 
such Collector or Collectors is and are hereby required to give,) to 
enter objections before the names of persons in such supplemental list 
contained, and not entitled to be on the Register next to be made, in 
like manner in all respects and in the like cases as in the immediately 
preceding provision directed and required with regard to the copy of 
Register of such barony or division of a barony and the names 
therein contained : and such supplemental list shall be in the form 
and shall contain the particulars mentioned in the form (number 15) 
in the Schedule (A) to this Act annexed ; and such list shall be signed 
by such respective Clerk of the Union, and shall be verified by him 
as true and correct, according to the best of his belief, by an oath to 
be made by him before some Justice of the Peace in and for the said 
county within which such lands are situate, or the county in which 
his respective Union Workhouse is situate, and which oath any such 
Justice is hereby authorized and required to administer, and to 
certify at the foot of such list the taking of such oath.”

8. — Parliamentary Franchise Act’: — Further Circular of In- 
structions to Clerks of Unions as to their Duties under the 
Act. 

Poor Law Commission Office , Dublin , 
5th September , 1850. 

Sir, 

1. Adverting to that part of the Commissioners’ Circular of 29th 
ultimo, respecting the provisions of the Parliamentary Voters Act, 
which relates to the Lists or Returns of Persons rated in the last 
Rate made previously to the 10th of October next, where a change 
in the Boundaries of the Union may have been made, I am directed 
by the Commissioners for administering the Laws for Relief of the 
Poor in Ireland to state the course which should be taken in cases 
where since the last rate was made , an alteration of the Union shall 
have been made, whereby a portion of your Union, as it was consti- 
tuted at the time when the last Rate was made, has, since that date, 
been transferred to another Union, or where any Townlands pre- 
viously included in other Unions have since been added to your 
Union. 

2. The Lists or Returns which you are required, by sections 17 
and 32 of the Act, to make and forward to the Clerk of the Peace, 
should include only the Occupiers of Tenements which are rated in 
the Townlands now comprised in the Union of which you are Clerk : — 
but in case a Rate shall not have been made on Tenements formerly 
rated in your Union ■which have been transferred to another Union, 
since such transference teas made , you will have to make out additional 
and separate Lists or Returns of the Occupiers of those Tenements 
according to the last Rate made in your Union ; and these separate 
Lists you will have to communicate to the Clerk or respective Clerks 
of the Union or Unions in which the Tenements in question are 
now included, in order to enable those Clerks to make the re- 
turns which they are respectively, by the same sections, required to 
make. 

3. In case a rate has not yet been made in the Union of which 
you are Clerk on any of the Tenements now included therein, you 
should immediately communicate with the Clerk of the Union or 
Unions respectively, from which such Tenements have been trans- 
ferred, apprising him of the fact, with a view of procuring from him 
the necessary Lists, according to the last Rate-books of the latter 
Union, so as to enable you to make the Returns which, by the sec- 
tions referred to, you are required to make. 

4. You will observe that those sections require the Returns from 
the Clerk of every Union, and they impose this duty on the Clerk of 
any new Union in which a rate may not yet have been made, in the 
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same manner as on the Clerk of any other Union, and under the 
same penalties.

9 Selection of Ex-officio Guardians for a Year, from 29th 

September : — Circular to all the Unions. 

Poor Law Commission Office , Dublin, 

19 th September , 1850. 

Sir, 

The Commissioners for administering the Laws for Belief of the 
Poor in Ireland request your attention to the provisions of the Irish 
Poor Relief Acts relating to your duties in reference to the selection 
of Ex-officio Guardians to act for the ensuing year, from 29th 
instant; as pointed out in Circulars of 9tli September, 1847, 16th 
September, 1848, and 19tli September, 1849, hereto annexed. 

You should immediately ascertain whether the number of Justices 
qualified under section 23 of 1 and 2 Vic., c. 56, to be Ex-officio 
Guardians in the Union and resident therein, does or does not equal 
the number of Elective Guardians at present eligible for the Union. 

If the number of such Justices exceeds the number of Elective 
Guardians, the Ex-officio Guardians are to be selected in manner 
provided in section 16 of 10 Vic., c. 31, and you should proceed in 
accordance with the Circulars of 9th September, 1847, and 16th Sep- 
tember, 1848. 

If the number of resident Justices qualified under the above pro- 
visions is less than the number of Elective Guardians, the number of 
Ex-officio Guardians is to be completed from non-resident Justices 
having a qualification by Estate in the Union, as described in section

Sir, 

The Commissioners for administering the Laws for Relief of the 
Poor in Ireland have had their attention drawn to certain points 
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relating to tlie construction of that part of the 16th section of the 
Irish Poor Relief Extension Act, which determines which of the 
Justices are to be entitled to act as Ex-officio Guardians in Unions 
where the number of duly qualified Justices exceeds the number of 
Guardians to be elected by the Ratepayers, and they have referred 
to an opinion recently given by the Attorney- General for Ireland 
thereon. 

According to this opinion, the 16th section of the Act 10 Vic., 
cap. 31, and the 22nd section of the Act 1 and 2 Vic., cap. 56, must 
be construed together; and a Justice who once becomes an acting 
Justice, shall continue to be so until the 29th September following 
his appointment (provided his qualification continues), and cannot be 
superseded before then, either by any higher rated Justice who had 
previously declined to act, or by any newly- appointed Justice, 
although such newly-appointed Justice be rated at a higher rate. 

On the 29th September, however, such newly-appointed Justice 
would, in the opinion of the Attorney- General, be entitled to act 
according to his rating. 

The state of the law, in fact, appears to be this : the Justices who 
are to act as Ex-officio Guardians in Unions where the number of 
qualified Justices exceeds the number of Elective Guardians, are to be 
selected on every 29 th September, or within fourteen days after ; 
and instead of being eligible under the 24th section of the 1 and 2 
Vic., they are to be selected according to their rating, provided they 
have previously declared their willingness to act. 

It will be necessary for you, therefore, at once to prepare new 
lists of the Justices entitled to act, from and after the 29th Sep- 
tember. 

If, in the preparation of the lists, any question arises proper for 
an election, the Justices can meet and decide it within fourteen 
days. 

A copy of the list, when completed, should be transmitted to the 
Commissioners.

I am directed by the Commissioners for administering the Laws 
for Relief of the Poor in Ireland, to call your attention to the provi- 
sions of the 16th section of the Irish Poor Relief Extension Act, 
(10 Vic., c. 31,) and to the Commissioners’ Circular of 9th Sep- 
tember, 1847, (in the Appendix to the Commissioners’ Annual 
Report for 1848, J Appendix A, No. V. 19,) relating to Ex-officio 
Guardians ; and I am to state, that you should ascertain before the 
29th instant* whether the number of Justices qualified to be Ex- 
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officio Guardians in Union, exceeds the number of 

Elective Guardians ; and if so, the Justices highest rated in the 
Union will be parties first entitled to act ; and you should at once 
take the necessary steps for ascertaining the willingness of such 
Justices to act, in pursuance of the provisions of the section above 
cited. 

The Commissioners request to be afterwards furnished with a 
list of the Ex-officio Guardians for the ensuing year, in the Form 
which will be hereafter transmitted to you for the Annual Return of 
Officers.

19 th September, 1849. 

Sir, 

The Commissioners for administering the Laws for Relief of 
the Poor in Ireland request your attention to the provisions relating 
to non-resident Justices qualified to be Ex-officio Guardians, in the 
7th section of the new Act, 12 and 13 Vic., c. 104, for the amend- 
ment of the Acts for Relief of the Destitute Poor. 

This section provides, that in any Union in which the number of 
Justices qualified to be Ex-officio Guardians, according to the Acts pre- 
viously in force, shall, on the 29th September in any year, not be 
equal to the number of Elected Guardians, then every Justice acting 
for any County and otherwise qualified to be an Ex-officio Guardian 
of any Union within such County, and who shall he seised, pos- 
sessed, or entitled, for his own use and benefit, of or to any Lands 
or Hereditaments within such Union , or in the rents and profits 
thereof for any life or lives in being, or for any term of twenty-one 
years at the least, such Estate being of the yearly value of Fifty 
Pounds at the least, shall, for the year next following such 29th Sep- 
tember, be an Ex-officio Guardian of such Union , although not resi- 
dent therein. 

You should accordingly, on the 29th September next, and in 
each subsequent year, ascertain whether the number of resident 
Justices qualified under the 23rd section of the Act 1 and 2 Vic., 
c. 5G — that is, being a “Justice of the Peace residing in the Union, 
and acting for the County in which he so resides, and not being a 
Stipendiary Magistrate or Assistant Barrister, or a person in Holy 
Orders, or a regular Minister of any religious denomination” — is less 
than the number of Elective Guardians. If it be, you should then 
ascertain whether any Justices resident out of the Union possess an 
Estate in the Union of the kind and value prescribed in that enact- 
ment. In ascertaining this, the statements of claims to vote in the 
election of Guardians, under section 84 of 1 and 2 Vic., c. 56, and 
section 24 of G and 7 Vic., c. 92, and the registers thereof which are 
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required to be kept, may assist you ; and you should avail yourself 
of any other sources of information that may be open to you. Even 
where parties who may be qualified to be Ex-officio Guardians under 
the provisions above cited, do not claim or wish to act, they are 
nevertheless invested with the office ; and it is important to ascer- 
tain precisely, at the 29th September in each year, what the entire 
number of Ex-officio Guardians may be, and what parties possess 
the privilege to act. 

In case it be found that the number of non-resident Justices so 
qualified would, when added to those qualified under 1 and 2 Vic., 
c. 56, exceed the number of Elective Guardians, it is further pro- 
vided, that of the highest rated of the non-resident Justices qualified 
under 12 and 13 Vic., c. 104, such only shall be entitled to act as 
will make the whole number of Ex-officio Guardians equal to that 
of the Elective Guardians; the highest rated Justices being in 
such case ascertained in manner provided in section 16 of 10 Vic 
c. 31. 



If the number of Justices qualified according to the original pro- 
visions in section 23 of 1 and 2 Vic., e. 56, exceed the number of 
Elective Guardians, you will, in like manner, proceed in accordance 
with the 16th section of 10 Vic., c. 31, as pointed out in the Com- 
missioners’ Circular of the 16th September last.

10. — Accounts of Unions: — Circular to Clerks of every Union, as to 
Preparation of the Union Accounts for Audit.

The attention of the Commissioners for administering the Laws 
for Belief of the Poor in Ireland has been drawn to the fact, that in 
some instances Clerks of Unions have omitted to prepare their 
accounts for audit immediately after the termination of each half 
year, from which neglect much inconvenience has arisen. 

It is desirable that the abstracts of the accounts of each Union 
should be sent to the auditor as soon after the expiration of the 
half-year 1 as possible, in order that the requisite examination of the 
additions and calculations should be made before he proceeds with 
the audit. 

With this view, the accounts of a half-year ought to be made up 
with the utmost possible despatch after its close : and where the 
ledger is punctually entered up there is no reason why the accounts 
should not be perfected for audit within one month at most after the 
termination of the half-year. 

The Commissioners are glad to observe that in many Unions, in 
some of which the duties of the Clerk are the most onerous and the 
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accounts most extensive, the Clerks have had no difficulty in pre- 
paring the accounts for audit within that period ; but some Clerks of 
Unions having unduly delayed the preparation of the accounts, a 
necessity lias arisen for the issue of this Circular : and the Com- 
missioners wish it to bo understood that in every case in which the 
auditor of a Union shall complain to them of deiay in the transmis- 
sion of the abstracts, explanation will be rigidly required, and if it 
be not satisfactory, the Commissioners will be bound to take such steps 
as the occasion may require, to prevent a practice so replete with 
inconvenience to the public service.

11. — Insteuctions to Tehpoeahy Inspectoes on Renewal of their 
Appointments. 

Poor Law Commission Office, Dublin, 
12 th October, 1850. 

Sie, 

The Commissioners for administering the Laws for Relief of 
the Poor in Ireland having renewed your appointment as Temporary 
Inspector, and haying assigned to you a small District of Unions for 
superintendence in that capacity, are desirous of addressing you 
on certain points of duty, with which you are already conversant, 
but which appear to the Commissioners to be ofpeculiar prominence 
and importance at the present time. 

The relief of the poor being now administered chiefly in the 
Workhouses, by far the most important of your duties hereafter will 
relate to the inspection and management of those establishments 

The Commissioners trust it will not be found necessary to 
increase the present extent of Workhouse accommodation in any 
Union, wyth the exception, perhaps, of some Unions which have 
been recently formed, and in which permanent Workhouses arc 
building or about to be built. One object to be aimed at in 
all changes of this nature is to reduce, as far as it may be prac- 
ticable and safe to do so, the number of the auxiliary establishments ; 
for, in direct proportion to the number of separate buildings in oc- 
cupation, will be found the increase in the cost of management, and 
in the difficulty of maintaining order, and keeping proper checks 
upon the expenditure. 

At the same time, the Commissioners by no means recommend 
that the Guardians should absolutely give up any part of the Work- 
house accommodation now in their possession. Whenever the num- 
ber of inmates may admit of a reduction in the number of buikl- 
i n g s > it will be right to close such of them as can be spared, 
retaining for the present the power of re-opening them at a future 
period, if it should he found necessary to do so. The expense of

renting such spare buildings, and of keeping them in a proper state 
for occupation, will be more than compensated by the increased se- 
curity from over-crowding, in the event of a large and sudden 
increase taking place in the number of applications for relief. 

The Commissioners think that advantage should be taken of the 
present season, when the number of inmates is at the minimum, to 
thoroughly cleanse and limewash every part of the Workhouse 
requiring it, and to do all that may still be necessary for the perfect 
ventilation of the buildings. Whatever other measures in the nature 
of sanitary precaution may be recommended at any time by the 
Medical Officer, should be urged on the attention of the Guardians 
until they are carried out, unless sufficient reasons can be shown to 
exist for not adopting them. 

The next object for attention is the provision of the necessary 
stocks of bedding and clothing, and nothing can be of greater im- 
portance in a sanitary point of view than the exercise of early pre- 
caution in this respect. If the Guardians permit themselves to be 
smprised by a large accession of numbers, without an adequate sup- 
ply of clothing at their disposal, the newly-admittedinmates, oraportion 
of them, will have to wear for a time the clothing in which they were 
admitted, to the detriment of then- own health, andatthe risk of intro- 
during disease into the house. Another reason for early attention to 
this point is, that the purchase of materials in due time, may enable 
the manufacture of the necessary supplies to be accomplished by the 
manual labour of the inmates themselves, at a considerable saving of 
expense to the rate-payers. 

Many of the contracts for supply of food are renewable at this 
period of the year. In reference to these and the contracts for other 
V\ orkhouse supplies, (he Commissioners request that you will use 
the utmost vigilance in detecting and exposing any infringement of 
the provisions of the 93rd section of the IrishPoor BeliefAct, byany 
ot the Guardians or any Officer of the Union, supplying goods, either 
dnectly or indirectly, for their own profit. There is much unwillingness 
on the part of individuals, even when complaining of such abuses, to 
prosecute for the penalties imposed by the above section; and the 
Commissioners are desirous of receiving the details of every case of 
this character which may occur, not merely for the purpose of local 
interference for the prevention of such abuses, but that they may take 
advantage of any fitting case to make a public example of offenders 
by prosecuting for the penalties. 

In the supervision of the Workhouses and Auxiliary Workhouses, 
your attention will be constantly directed to the state of order and 
cleanliness in the yards, offices, and other premises appurtenant to 
the Workhouse ; the effectual cleansing of the sewers at proper and 
convenient seasons ; the cleanliness and constant ventilation of the 
dormitories, day-rooms, work-rooms, and other portions of the build- 
ing occupied by the inmates ; the means taken for the proper recep- 
tion and safe custody of all stores of provisions, bedding, clothing, 
and other necessaries ; the dress, discipline, classification, and indus- 
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trial employment of the healthy inmates ; the proper and sufficient 
medical and other attendance on sick, aged, or otherwise helpless 
persons, especially the infants and children of tender years ; the due 
observance of the dietary, and the proper distribution of food to all 
classes ; the education and industrial training of the boys and girls ; 
and, finally, the conduct of the several Officers in the discharge of 
their respective duties. 

The chief components in the dietaries now in use arc cereal food, 
with other vegetable produce, and milk. These elements being few 
and simple, and each used in considerable quantity, it is manifest 
that any defect in their quality must materially detract from the suf- 
ficiency of the dietary in respect of nutriment. You will, therefore, 

apply the most scrupulous attention to the quality of all articles of 
food supplied by the contractors, especially in reference to the pro- 
visions of section 92 of the Irish Poor Belief Act, which authorize 
the Commissioners to “ direct the Guardians of any Union to 
take or institute any proceedings, civil or criminal, against any con- 
tractor who shall have violated the terms of any such contract, or 
who shall have been guilty of any fraud in relation thereto.” In any 
case involving fraud, such as adulteration of the articles supplied, or 
defect in weight, the Commissioners hope to receive from you the 
fullest possible detail of the facts, as they are prepared, in the event 
of the Guardians declining to take criminal proceedings, themselves 
to prosecute the parties offending. 

The local executive powers provided for the administration of the 
Poor Law are vested in the Board of Guardians of each Union ; and 
on the proper exercise of those powers the permanent well-working 
of the law will, for the most part, depend. You will, therefore, en- 
deavour on all suitable occasions to procure an efficient supervision 
of the Workhouses, and of the conduct of the Paid Officers in charge 
of them, by the Board of Guardians themselves ; and while afford- 
ing every assistance you can to promote the salutary exercise 
of those powers, it is desirable that the Guardians should neverthe- 
less feel the entire weight of that responsibility which really attaches 
to their proceedings, and how much the welfare of the poor, as well 
as the interests of the rate-payers, are dependent on their exertions. 

The duties assigned to the Yisiting Committee by the 59th 
Article of the Workhouse Begulations, embrace all the matters above 
enumerated, and are so defined that then- punctual and efficient dis- 
charge must insure even the largest establishment against the 
continuance of any serious abuse ; while on the other hand those 
duties cannot be neglected without betraying the Board of Guar- 
dians into a dangerous dependence on the fidelity and vigilance 
of their Paid Officers, or on the services of the Inspectors, whose 
supervision cannot be effectual without the co-operation of those in 
whom are vested the legal powers of local management and control. 

The Commissioners desire to add, in conclusion, a few words on 
the relation in which you stand towards themselves as an Inspector 
under the Poor Law Acts. The powers vested in you by the 19th 
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and 20th sections of the 10th and 11th Vie., e. 90, are intended to 
secure a proper administration of the Poor Laws by the local autho- 
lities, by enabling you to supply the Commissioners with all requi- 
site information for their interference when necessary, and for the 
exercise on eveiy fitting occasion of the powers confided to them 
it is not only when under special instructions of the Commission- 
ers to make inquiry, that you are responsible for the active exercise 
ot those powers, for the purpose of detecting abuse and of reporting to 
the Commissioners the misconduct of any parties implicated therein, 
ihe prompt and voluntary exercise of those powers will often be 
more availing for the detection of abuse, than where a formal com- 
plaint made by some person to the Commissioners has led them to 
instruct you to institute an inquiry. They wish you also to under- 
stand, that when conducting an inquiry under their directions, you 
aie not bound to confine yourself to the subject-matter of the inquiry 
so directed; but if new matter of complaint should arise, you are 
fully at liberty to pursue mquiry into it, at such times and in such 
manner as you shall find convenient, without waiting for special in- 
struction to do so. 1 

Independently of such special reports as you may have occasion 
to make to the Commissioners from time to time, they are desirous 
ot lecemng from you a report once in each month as to the state of 
every building used as a Workhouse or Auxiliary Workhouse in your 
therein ^ ^ ^ general condition of the inmates maintained

You have the same power of inspection and inquiry as an Inspec-

15. — Incumbered Estates : — Circular to Unions as to Recovery of 
Poor Bates thereon. 

Poor Law Commission Office , Dublin , 
18 th October , 1850. 

Sir, 

The Commissioners for administering the Laws for Belief of 
the Poor in Ireland have had under consideration the means of re- 
covery of Bates due in respect of property for the sale of which pe- 
titions have been addressed to the Commissioners for the sale 
of Incumbered Estates in Ireland, and having communicated on the 
subject with the Incumbered Estates Commissioners, they have re- 
ceived information which they deem it advisable to convey to the 
Guardians of Unions. 

It appeal’s from the communication referred to, that the general 
practice of the Commissioners for the sale of Incumbered Estates is 
to discharge any arrears of Poor-rate due upon lands sold by them 
as a first charge upon the fund realised by the sale. 

The Commissioners are at the same time informed that much in- 
convenience will arise if the existence of arrears of Poor-rate 
be not notified to the Incumbered Estates Commissioners in time to 
make provision for them previous to the distribution of the purchase 
money of the property. 

To obviate this inconvenience, and at the same time to secure the 
payment of the arrears of Bate, it would be desirable in cases where 
lands are directed to be sold, of which full public notice is given, 
that the Boards of Guardians of the Unions where such lands are 
situate should direct notice of claims to be lodged for any arrears of 
Poor-rate which may be due upon them, some time previous to the 
distribution of the fund, and the Commissioners are assured that for 
this purpose every facility will be given by the Incumbered Estates 
Commissioners, and that there will be no expense attending the 
proceeding.

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16.— Emigration ; Instruction and Training of Young Persons in 
Workhouses : — Circulars to all Unions. 

Poor Law Commission Office, Dublin, 
22jid October, 1850. 

^ IK ’ Adverting to the Commissioners’ Circular of the 27tli of April 
last*, on the subject of the selection of persons for Emigration, and 
in particular’ to that part ol it which relates to the selection of young 
females in Workhouses as Emigrants, the Commissioners for 
administering the Laws for the Belief of the Poor in Ireland desire 
to call the attention of the Guardians to those parts of the General 
Begulations issued by the Commissioners, which relate to the 
instruction and training of young persons in the Workhouse, and 
especially girls, and to the importance of maintaining a regular 
system of instruction and employment of the girls in household and 
domestic duty, so far as may be practicable in such an Establish- 
ment. 

The 23rd Article of the Workhouse regulations directs that “ the 
boys and girls who are inmates of the Workhouse shall, for three of 
the working hours at least every day. be instructed in reading, 
writing, arithmetic, and the principles of the Christian religion ; and 
such other instruction shall be imparted to them as shall fit them 
for service, and train them to habits of usefuhiess, industry, and 
virtue.” And it is the special duty of the schoolmaster and school- 
mistress (Article 66,) to instruct the boys and girls in accordance 
with this regulation. 

It is also prescribed as a part of the duty of the Master oi the 
Workhouse, (Article 64), “ to assist in training the youth in such 
employment as will best fit them for gaining then- own living and 
“to report to the Board of Guardians from time to time the names of 
such children as may be fit to put out to sendee or other employ- 
ment, and to take the necessary steps for carrying into effect the di- 
rections of the Board of Guardians thereon.” 

The regulations direct, (Article 22,) that the inmates “ of the 
several classes shall be kept employed according to their capacity 
and ability;” and the provision and superintendence of such 
employment form part of the duties of the master and matron of the 
Workhouse, under Articles 64 and 65. 

With regard to the particular class of inmates in question, the 
regulations specially provide (Article 11, exception 1,) that girls in 
the Workhouse “ may be employed constantly or occasionally, 
as assistants to the nurses in any of the sick wards, or in the care 
of infants, or as assistants in the household work.” The regula- 
tions as to the matron's duties, (Article 65,) specify various house- 
hold and domestic duties in which the female inmates of the Work- 
house can be employed. In a circular, dated 25tli November, 1848, 
the Commissioners more particularly called attention to the expe-

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diency of employing some of the girls who can read and write to 
assist in the nursetending as a mode of industrial training, and as 
a means of enabling them to earn their own livelihood, such assis- 
tance being of course confined to wards in which infectious cases 
are not received. 

The Workhouse rules further provide (Article 59,) for an inspec- 
tion of the Workhouse once in every week at least, by a Visiting 
Committee appointed by the Guardians from their body ; and one 
of the questions to which their attention is directed, and to which 
they are required to write answers in a report book provided for the 
purpose, and directed to be laid before the Board of Guardians at 
their weekly meetings, is, whether “ the industrial training of the 
boys and girls is properly attended to, and whether they are 
employed as the Guardians have directed.” The Commissioners 
trust that every Visiting Committee of a Workhouse will feel of how 
much importance their constant attention to this point will be to the 
future welfare of the girls in the Workhouse, more especially 
in reference to the value of the services of such of them as may 
be deemed suitable hereafter to be sent out as Emigrants; and 
the Commissioners request that the attention of the Visiting Com- 
mittee and Officers of the Workhouse may be specially directed 
to the importance of the due and regular discharge of their duties 
under the regulations above referred to. 

The Commissioners desire to add, that in case of any further 
emigration of girls from Workhouses taking place, those who may be 
desirous of emigrating should be selected, according to their good 
conduct and suitableness in other respects as Emigrants, looking 
especially to the length of time during which they have been in 
the Workhouse, and the progress they may have made in those in- 
dustrial acquirements which are likely to enable them to earn their 
own livelihood in the countries to which they may be sent.

I am directed by the Commissioners for administering the Laws 
for Relief of the Poor in Ireland to call your attention to the instructions 
issued for your proceedings in execution of your duties as Returning Officer 
under the Orders providing for the Annual Election of Guardians.* The 
proceedings in the Election are to be conducted in strict accordance with 
the Regulations contained in those Orders. 

2. One of your first duties will be to issue the Notice of the Election, which 
is to be posted on the 25th February. The Notice is to specify the 
Names of the Electoral Divisions, and the number of Guardians to be

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elected for each, with other particulars; and the Commissioners have 
thought it advisable to direct that these Notices should be printed and 
transmitted to you from this Office, which will accordingly be done with 

as little delay as possible. . .. , 

3. You should, before the 25th February, give due notice of appli- 
cation to the Constabulary for their assistance in posting the Notices, as 
heretofore ; and due notice should likewise be given to them when it 
becomes necessary to apply for their services in the distribution and collec- 
tion of Voting Papers. ,. 

-1. The following are the days now fixed for the several proceedings in 

the Election, namely : — 

25th February — Issue of Notice of Election. 

4th March — Last day for receiving Nomination Papers which can 
be received up to 5 o’clock, p.m. on that day.

Registry of Owners’ Statements of Claims to vote in Elections of 

Guardians, and appointments of Proxies and their Claims. 

Poor Law Commission Office , Dublin. 

1st December , 1849. 

Sir, 

The Commissioners for administering the Laws for Relief of the Des- 
titute Poor in Ireland, having reason to believe that in some Unions the 
Books required to be kept (in Forms D. 1, 2, and 3, respectively, appended 
to the Order for regulating the proceedings in Elections of Guardians,) for 
the Registry of Owners’ Statements of Claims to vote, and appointments of 
Proxies and their Claims, have not been duly kept up and revised from 
time to time in manner prescribed, deem it necessary to call attention to the 
provisions of the Irish Poor Relief Acts, and to the Commissioners’ Regula- 
tions issued in pursuance thereof, in this behalf. 

2. The provisions of the Acts relating to such Statements and Registers 
are contained in § 84 of 1 & 2 Vic., c. 56, as amended by § 24 of 6 & 7 
Vic., c. 92, to which your special attention is requested, as well as to § 26 
of the latter Act. The first-named [section sets forth the particulars required 
to be stated in such Claims, which must be lodged one calendar month before 
the Owner or his Proxy can vote as such ; and requires that the Guardians, 
or the person acting as Returning Officer, should register such Claims in 
manner provided. If at any Election the Returning Officer have reasonable 
cause to doubt the correctness of a Claim to vote, made by any person in 
respect of net rent, the Returning Officer is required by the last-cited section 
not to admit such person to vote, until he shall have produced evidence, to 
the satisfaction of the Returning Officer, of the amount of such rent. 

3. The Regulations for the conduct of Elections of Guardians have accord- 
ingly provided for the due reception, registry, and revision of such claims 
from time to time, as follows : 

“ Art. 3.* Persons liable to pay or contribute Rate in respect of any 
property not in their actual occupation, or in respect of any interest equiva- 
lent to Profit-rent arising out of property occupied by them, may, in making 
Statements of their Claim to vote, follow the Form A 1 , or A 2, hereunto an- 
nexed, f as the case may require; but any Statement which contains the parti- 
culars required by the 1st and 2nd Vic., c. 56, sec. 84, will be sufficient. 

“ Art. 4.* Rate-payers in appointing Proxies, and Proxies in making 
Statements of their Claims to vote, may follow the Forms marked B 1 and 2, 
hereunto annexed! ; but any Statement which contains the particulars re- 
quired by the 1st and 2nd Vic., c. 56, sec. 84, will be sufficient. 

* In some Orders (where the Clerk was not appointed to perform the dirties of 
Returning Officer, at the time of issue of the Order,) these articles are numbered 
respectively 2, 3, and 4. 

t The Forms of Statements, Appointments, and Register Books here referred to, 
are annexed to the Election Order ; and the Forms and Books are procurable in the 
usual manner. 
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“ Art. 5.* The Returning Officer shall keep a Register of such Statements 
of Rate-payers claiming to vote, and of such Appointments and Statements of 
Proxies as shall be given to him, according to the Form marked D 1, D 2, or 
D 3, as the case may require ; and the Clerk shall keep a similar Register 
of all such Statements and Appointments as may be given to the Guardians. 

“ Art. 6. The Returning Officer shall forth with, on the receipt of this Order, 
and from time to time thereafter as occasion may arise, revise, amend, and 
perfect the several Registries of Claims D 1, D2, and D 3; and to this 
end, if he shall have reasonable cause to doubt the correctness of any 
Claim to vote, made by any person in respect of Rent, received and re- 
tained by such person, he shall require such person to produce evidence 
of the Amount of such Rent, to his satisfaction: and where such evi- 
dence shall have been given, he shall amend or affirm the entry of 
Net Annual Value of such Reut in the Register, according to his 
judgment: and shall record the same by a memorandum on the Margin 
of the Register, dated and signed, making reference therein to the 
documents upon which his opinion is founded; and in every case in 
which evidence of the amount of the Rent shall not have been produced 
to his satisfaction, or in which he shall be satisfied that the Claim 
to vote is fictitious, or otherwise invalid, he shall record the fact, to- 
gether with his opinion thereon, in like manner as is above directed, by 
a memorandum on the margin of the Register, dated and signed, making 
reference therein to the documents, if any, on which his opinion is 
founded.” 

4. Inconvenience and irregularity, it is believed, have occurred in some 
instances from the discovery at the time of an Election, of errors or de- 
fects in the Registry prescribed, from omission of claims therein, or from 
retaining on record the claims of persons deceased, or from other causes, 
where the original statements of claim, owing to changes of Officers or 
other circumstances, are not themselves forthcoming. The Commissioners 
therefore request, with a view to future Elections of Guardians, that you will 
see whether, in the Union for which you act, the prescribed Registers have 
been duly kept up to the present time ; and if not, that they be perfected 
before another Election takes place. Care should be taken also to revise 
the entries in any existing registers with a view to their proper correction 
where the original claimants have died, or other changes affecting the va- 
lidity or continuance of the claims have taken place. 

5. The Commissioners take this opportunity to observe that although an 
Owner or Proxy is not entitled, under § 24 of 6 and 7 Vic., c. 92, to vote 
until one calendar month after he shall have made the prescribed statement 
or appointment aud claim, it is not necessary that he should make or renew 
such statement, &c., a month before each Election ; the statements of Claim, 
&c., may be made at any time, and they continue effective as long as the 
parties remain in possession of the interests described therein, and in the 
case of a Proxy, until the appointment be revoked, or the Owner himself 
resume the exercise of his right to vote, or either of the parties dies. 

6. Any such statements, &c., should be duly preserved; and in case there 
be reason to believe that any that may have been already lodged have not 
been handed over to you by any preyious Officer, or not registered, you 
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should make inquiry of such Officer, or otherwise endeavour to obtain them, 
and forthwith see that they be recorded in the proper form of Register 
Book, and that the directions in the above-quoted Articles of the Election 
Order be duly complied with.

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Instructions' on foregoing Form of Account. 

1 . The account is to be sent to the Commissioners as soon as 
possible after the Election is completed. To be accompanied with 
vouchers , which are to he numbered consecutively , and corresponding 
references to he inserted in the column left in the form of account for the 
purpose. The vouchers should be sent at the same time as the 
Returning Officer’s account, so as to prevent delay in the settlement 
of it from any omission in this respect. 

2. The Returning Officer’s fee will generally be the same as in the 
previous year, if he was then Returning Officer; but when it is 
included in his salary as Clerk of the Union, it should be so stated on 
the face of the account, and no charge be inserted opposite the first 
'item. 

3. The Constabulary post the notices of the Election without 

charge. The Constabulary are to be allowed pay for one man for one 
day for attending to receive the voting papers from the Returning 
Officer, and for another day to return them to him, for each contested 
Division; but when the services of the Constabulary cannot be 
procured for distributing and collecting the voting papers, the form 
of the account is to be altered accordingly, in the items relating to 
that service. The dates on which the respective parties are employed 
should be specified on the face of their accounts, which are to be 
forwarded as vouchers. ' ' 

4. The several collectors are to attend the Returning Officer (in 
pursuance of article 49, No. 6, of the General Regulations prescribing 
their duties, and article 1 1 of the Election Order,) to assist him in 
examining the qualifications of persons to nominate or be elected for 
the office of Guardian, without charge for this duty, which may be 
performed on the day of weekly attendance for the examination of the 
collector’s accounts, or on a day to be named for the purpose in the 
case of each collector. A moderate allowance may be made for the 
attendance of the collectors, where necessary, under articles 20 and 
30 of the Election Order. 

5. No charge for other assistance than that above referred to, is to 
be inserted without the previous sanction of the Commissioners for 
the employment of such assistance ; and the number and date of the 
letter giving their sanction are to be quoted on the face of the account. 
Wherever assistance is charged for, the names of the parties employed, 
as well as the dates and nature of their employment, are to be specified 
in their accounts, which are to be forwarded as vouchers; and this 
instruction applies to the assistance of the collectors above referred to, 
as well as of other parties. 

6. The charge for voting papers, where they are required, is not to 
exceed , in any case, 2s. per 100, at which rate they may be obtained 
in Dublin, as stated in the circular of January, 1844: the numhei' of 
voting papers required and obtained for any Electoral Division should 
be stated on the face of the account. 

7. The account of expenses of any Supplemental Election that may 
take place during the year, is to be made up and sent in immediately 
after such Election, in the proper form. 
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23. — Removal of Paupers from One Union to Another Circular to 
Boards of Guardians of all Unions.

Sir, 

The Commissioners for administering the Laws for Relief of the Poor in 
Ireland, desire me to state that complaints have in some instances been 
made that (notwithstanding the state of the law as explained in the 
Commissioners’ Circular of 29th December, 1847,*) persons receiving or 
applying for relief had been improperly sent or removed by Boards of 
Guardians or their officers from one Union to another, in Ireland, on the 
ground that they did not “belong” to the Union in which relief had been ap- 
plied for, or had not resided therein for any length of time previously to the appli- 
cation for relief. The Commissioners have therefore obtained the opinion of the 
Attorney-General for Ireland, as to the existence of any legal means of 
redress for a Union to which the burden of relieving a destitute poor person 
had been improperly transferred in the manner above described, by 
the Board of Guardians of another Union : and the Commissioners are 
advised by the Attorney-General that* an indictment would lie against -a 
Board of Guardians for causing paupers to -be so removed from their 
Union to another, thereby burdening the latter with the cost of their sup- 
port.

24. Ophthalmic Disease in Workhouses : — Instructions to Permanent 

and Temporary Poor Law Inspectors. 

Poor Law Commission Office , Dublin , 
1 st March , 1851. 

Sir, 

The Commissioners for administering the Laws for Relief of the Poor 
in Ireland desire to receive from you a Report regarding any Workhouses 
or Auxiliary Workhouses in your District, in which ophthalmic disease may 
be prevalent, in a greater or less degree, at the present time. 

The occasional presence of this disease in Workhouses into which large 
numbers of destitute persons suffering under various diseases have been ad- 
mitted, especially during the last four years, is no more than might 
be expected to occur ; but the Commissioners have reason to believe that 
during the latter part of that period, ophthalmia has prevailed to a greater 
extent than previously, and that in a few Unions the form of the disease has 
been peculiarly severe and difficult to extirpate.

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So fir as the results of the several cases treated in the Workhouses are 
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his opinion on such points. No description of economy can be more falsely 
conceived than that which is based on any unwillingness to incur expense 
in arresting the progress of ophthalmia on its appearance in a Workhouse ; 
for independently of the certain and prolonged destitution incurred by loss 
of eyesight in individual cases, the most efficient curative measures, in the 
individual case, afford the surest means of preventing the communication of 
disease to other inmates. 

The number of cases of inflammatory disease of the eye admitted into, 
or arising in the Workhouses in Ireland, since the commencement of the 
recent period of general distress has been considerable, and instances have 
occurred in which large numbers of such patients have been under treat- 
ment in the Workhouse at the same time. On such occasions it becomes 
the duty of the Guardians to adopt arrangements, under the advice of the 
Medical Officer, for the due classification and separate treatment of the 
persons suffering under acute or chronic forms of the disease, and also of 
the patients convalescing from disease ; to provide for this purpose separate 
and suitable buildings for the reception of the patients, and, if necessary, in 
localities distant from the main Workhouse, where they may obtain exercise 
in proper weather, in an open space unsurrounded by walls, and if prac- 
ticable, in green fields, or under the shade of trees. 

The importance of such sanitary arrangements and precautions as those 
described in the preceding paragraphs, has been pressed on the Commission- 
ers by eminent oculists, whose services have been specially engaged by the 
Commissionersin the visitation of some Workhouses in which ophthalmia was 
peculiarly prevalent; and experience has shown the value of those sugges- 
tions by the general abatement of the disease on the adoption of the mea- 
sures recommended. The Commissioners, therefore, while they rely on the 
medical skill and continued assiduity of the Medical Officers in the treat- 
ment of this formidable disease, are desirous that you should vigilantly 
observe its appearance in any of the Workhouses under your charge, and 
impress upon the respective Boards of Guardians the views of the Com- 
missioners as detailed above, on every occasion when you find a fitting oppor- 
tunity to do so. 

The Commissioners request that you will furnish them at your early 
convenience with a report regarding any W orkhouses under your superinten- 
dence in which ophthalmia or other inflammatory disease of the eyes may be 
prevalent more or less at the present time ; and they enclose for your infor- 
mation a form of statistical return which is at present in preparation from 
returns which have been received, or which the Commissioners shortly 
expect to receive from the Medical Officers of Unions in Ireland.

; Retort on the Ophthalmia now prevailing amongst the inmates of the 

Athlon e Union Workhouse, mado by desire of the Commissioners for 
Administering the Laws for the Relief of the Poor in Ireland : by 
Arthur Jacob, m.h., K.R.C.S., Professor of Anatomy in the Royal Col- 
lege of Surgeons, and Surgeon to the City of Dublin Hospital. 

December 20 th, 1849- 



On the 13th and 14th of this month as instructed by the Commissioners I 
made a careful inspection of the children in the Workhouse an a-Uary 
houses amongst whom this disease prevails, accompanied by Colonel Clarke 
the Inspector, and Doctor O’Connell the Medical Officer: 1 also examined 

carefully the apartments in which the children are lodged, and the jaids 
and buildings provided for their accommodation. . 

I find that the disease is that which is called by surgeons Purulent o. 
Catarrhal Ophthalmia, being an inflammation of the external covering of 
the eye and inside of the eyelids. The disease is not however u i its i pro- 
gress confined to the surface, but in many cases extends b y ^structive 
ulceration to the eye itself, causing irreparable injury and paitial or total 

'^AmongsUhe female children, 212 in number, aged from about 3 to 13 
years, who are lodged in an auxiliary house, I found 19 under _ treatment 
in a ward provided for the reception of recent cases and 12 “ “Othei 
ward convalescent. During the inspection in the school-room, 4 found re 
cently attacked were transmitted to the hospital ward, making 35 in all 
labouring under the disease: 1 found also amongst the children in the school- 
room 14 who had suffered from the disease within a year or a year and 
half, and who have had the vision of one or both eyes seriously impaued 

° r AmongsUheXys in the Workhouse I found 12 under treatment in a 
ward provided for them, and 7 in a convalescent ward 19 m all. I also 
found in the school-room 10 who had suffered from the disease, and whose 
■eyes were more or less seriously injured. I understood from the Master 
that there are about 400 boys in the house. 

It appears therefore, that on the day of my visit 54 children were 
labouring under the disease, and that 24 had recovered with serious injury 
of the eves I saw three adults only affected, females, and not seve > el D 
It also appears that about 16 per cent, of the girls are affected, and about 

5 InthTwOTkhonsertere are six or seven adults deprived of sight or 
havin' 1 * their vision much impaired by various diseases at remote periods, 
not of the nature of the Ophthalmia in question, and amongst the children

8 °Iu an auxiliary house about five miles from the town, formerly a S™ 1 ’*' 
man’s mansion, which I also visited, I found three cases only, and these 
not of serious character. There are I understand in this house about 300 
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children. I should observe with respect to the statements I make with 
respect to the numbers of inmates in the houses, that my information is 
derived from the verbal replies of the school-masters and mistresses to my 
questions, and that therefore the figures may not be exactly correct. 

Of the nature of this Ophthalmia I have to state that it is not in general 
a very formidable or destructive species of the disease ; it is what is called 
mild purulent or catarrhal Opthalmia : but when it attacks persons of feeble 
constitution, or labouring under derangement of the general health, it be- 
comes most destructive. In such case, the eye is either more or less injured 
or rendered altogether useless by rapid ulceration in the first stage ; or it 
is subsequently injured by protracted disease of the inside of the eyelids. 

The causes which produce it appear to be various. It generally occurs 
as an epidemic or endemic disease, as do other diseases of what are called 
mucous membranes, such as catarrh or influenza, and dysentery. It also 
occurs from exposure to cold or continued wet, out of doors, or to currents 
of air from open windows within. It is often to be attributed to deficient 
clothing or bed covering, or to the want of sufficient fuel to maintain ade- 
quate temperature. It must however be confessed that it sometimes, like 
all epidemic diseases, takes place without any assignable cause. 

As it is in the present case very desirable that it should be determined whe- 
ther or not it is propagated by infection or contagion I have given that 
point due consideration. As of the general question of the contagious 
nature of some other diseases, there is a difference of opinion respecting 
this, but without attempting here to reconcile conflicting testimony I advise 
the adoption of precautions calculated to prevent the spread of the disease 
in this way. No evil, and but little inconvenience, cau attend the adoption 
of proper precautions, and much mischief may, possibly at least, arise from 
the neglect of them. 

In alluding to the causes of this disease, it is of great importance that it 
should be well understood that a defective state of the general health or 
constitution predisposes to it, and when it occurs renders it much more 
destructive. It is equally important that it should be well understood that 
such defective state of general health is produced by injudicious arrange- 
ments as to diet, neglect of bodily exercise, and want of sufficient space in 
sleeping apartments, school-rooms and day-rooms. Hence the destructive 
consequences of this Ophthalmia in schools, barracks, aud workhouses. 

Keeping these considerations in view, I advise that in the present case, 
the number of female children in the auxiliary house iu the town should if 
possible be diminished, by transferring about fifty of the most delicate in 
health to the auxiliary house in the country ; provided however, that they 
can be accommodated there without crowding its apartments. This country 
house should perhaps be used more as a convalescent house or place for the 
more weakly children, than for a general auxiliary house. The number of 
children might possibly be diminished when the severity of the winter 
abates, by remonstrating with the pareuts, and explaining to them the dan- 
ger of their becoming blind by remaining in the institution. 

As agreed in consultation with the Inspector, Colonel Clarke, two rooms 
in the town auxiliary house fitted up as dormitories, aud not now occupied, 
should be re-opened, aud the beds iu the other rooms thinned, by transfer- 
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ring children to these apartments. Colonel Clarke has also resolved to 
noint out to the Guardians the necessity of improving the accommodations 
in this house generally. A large and lofty outhouse, heretofore occupied as 
a school-roomT he will cause to be rendered comfortable, by the erection ot 
a porch, the fitting of gutters to the eaves to carry oil the rain from the 
foundation, and the erection of a stove within, in addition to the file places 
at each end now there. In order to improve the ventilation in the doimi- 
tories, the ceilings in the attic rooms have been cut. The apertures aie 
however too large for the present season, and should be diminished. 

I think it is very desirable that the infant children should be separated 

from the more grown ones, by forming them into an infant school. Ihis 

can be done without additional expense by devoting to the purpose a room 
of about thirty feet long, opening from the large school-room alluded to, 
hy a short flight of steps. This room can be made safe and comfortable, 
by separating it from the large room by a light partition or curtain, open- 
ing a fire place at the end, and keeping the store-rooms beneath it closed 
and dry. These changes are absolutely necessary, as the parlour used as 
a school-room is not capable of accommodating one-half of the. children. 

In order to prevent the propagation of the disease by contagion, a care- 
ful inspection of each child should be made every day by steady and intel- 
ligent girls, appointed specially to perform that duty. Dr. 0 Connell, the 
medical officer, will instruct them how to distinguish the incipient . disease, 
and they should have all new cases at once sent to the Ophthalmic ward. 
To accomplish this will require firm and persevering efforts by active and 
willing assistants, and as it is an essential provision, some trouble must be 
taken to have the plan effectually adopted. I think that more of matronly 
superintendence is required in this girls’ school, and a better system of sub- 
division into classes, under competent class teachers. 

Cold beinv a proximate cause of this disease, it must be prevented by a 
better supply” and expenditure of fuel than is now provided. Good fires for 
warmth as well as ventilation must be kept burning in the school-rooms 
and if means admit of it in the sleeping-rooms also. Coals, unless found much 
more expensive, should be preferred to turf at this time of the year, afford- 
ing a stronger fire, and causing less danger of irritation to the eyes by 
smoke than damp peat. To this means of arresting the progress of this 
Ophthalmia great importance should be attached. 

Particular attention should be paid, and careful inquiry made, as to the 
State of the clothing and bed-coverings of the children. The blankets 
should be of sufficient thickness and weight, and the woollen parts of their 
dresses should extend from the neck to the ankles. . Respecting this im- 
portant provision in this house I am not accurately informed, but from a 
superficial view I conclude that it requires more attention. 

To the cleanliness of the persons, and clothing of the children, a scru- 
pulous regard must be paid, and especially to the younger children who are 
liable to have their linen wetted : amongst them I perceived a urinous 
smell which raised suspicions as to their condition. In washing them, the 
supply of water and towels or other cloths used for the purpose, should be 
so plentiful, as to diminish as much as possible the risk of communicating 
the disease from an infected child to the others. 
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To the diet of these children I would direct particular attention. It 
does not at present appear deficient in quantity or quality of nutritious ingre- 
dients, but some variety in its composition is necessary. The Guardians 
should understand that food of a perfectly uniform nature, however unex- 
ceptionable, if continued for a great length of time without change, pro- 
duces a state of constitution predisposing to disease, and modifying disease 
unfavorably when it occurs. I would not have it understood, that I attri- 
bute this Ophthalmia to the feeding of the children on bread and milk exclu- 
sively, but I have no doubt that they are liable to suffer more from it in 
consequence of this unvaried diet. This is a subject upon which I might 
enlarge, if the limits of this report permitted. 

The alteration in diet which I would suggest is the addition of some re- 
cent vegetables ; potatoes, turnip, parsnip, or carrot, would answer, or cab- 
bage if well boiled and thoroughly mashed up with some of them, and per- 
haps with some meal, might be found available. The judicious introduction 
of vegetable acid, such as vinegar, into some article of food is desirable. I 
recollect several years ago tasting a kind of gruel in the Liverpool Work- 
house, which I think they told me was composed of oatmeal, sour milk, 
beer, and treacle, and which I considered palatable ; something of the kind 
might answer the proposed purpose ; rice pudding sweetened with treacle 
or sugar might also be added. Any change of this kind must however be 
made cautiously aud judiciously, lest purging should be induced. A mode- 
rate meal once or twice a week to begin with might answer, or an allowance 
of gruel sweetened and slightly acidulated with a little vinegar and rendered 
warm by a little ginger might be substituted for milk at one of the meals. 

Exercise in the open air whenever the weather permits is as essential 
for the improvement of the health of these children, as the change of diet 
suggested. In this girls’ auxiliary there is a court yard well suited to 
afford such an advantage, if some levelling be effected, and a heap of ma- 
nure there removed. If the children have been much confined to the house, 
exposure to the air at this inclement season must of course be adopted, with 
caution ; under any circumstances it might lead to an increase of the disease 
for a short time, but in the sequel it would cause a diminution of it. 

To the boys, who are all accommodated in the Workhouse, the observa- 
tions I have made respecting the girls are equally applicable. As I have 
stated, the disease has made less progress amongst them, and this, I con- 
clude, is to be attributed to the more comfortable state of their school-room 
and dormitories. An infant school should however be formed and estab- 
lished in another room, to diminish the numbers iu the school-room. Colonel 
Clarke has directed his attention to this point, and will of course cause it 
to be carried into effect in the most judicious manner. lie has also under 
consideration other plans for still further diminishing the numbers in the 
school-room, which is too crowded. If the boys were oftener turned out 
for half an hour for exercise when the weather permits, the room might be 
thoroughly ventilated at the same time. 

With respect to the medical treatment of these children, I see no cause 
for complaint; it has been judicious and appropriate as well as in accordance 
with general experience. It should be well understood, that no treatment 
merely medical, will prevent this disease from attacking those predisposed 
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to it and also that in certain cases no medical treatment can arrest its pro- 
gress I saw two or three children in the girls’ auxiliary house, whose eyes 
no surgical skill could save from irreparable injury, yet the majority of the 
cases were within reach of judicious management. When the disease pie- 
vails in such institutions, a certain proportion of the patients must ot neces- 
sity suffer injury, and I do not think the proportion greater than usual in 
the present instance. After a long and candid consultation with Doctor 
O’Connell, I gave my full sanction to his plan of treatment, while he cor- 
dially adopted my views as to the additions and modifications which circum- 
stances seem to demand. As many of the cases will require tome or 
strengthening treatment, the Guardians will of course afford the necessary 
aid of animal food in addition to the medical assistance they now freely 

I might suggest more alteration and addition in the way of general ma- 
nagement for these children; for example, I might with great reason sug- 
gest the provision of shoes and stockings, but considering the circumstances 
of the case, I restrict my suggestions to changes which can be effected 
without any material increase of expenditure. With present resources all 
that I have advised may be carried into effect, nothing being required but 
the cordial co-operation of all parties for the purpose Much may bo 
effected by personal interference as to details by such of the Guaidians as 
have paid attention to sanitary or hygienic subjects, and if a few ladies 
could be enlisted in the cause much more might be achieved. 



Postscript Just after having given the above report to a scrivener to 

copy this day (Thursday, Deer. 20th), on my return home about 3 o clock 
X found Mr. Stanley’s letter of the same date, enclosing the report ot Mr. 
Phelan, and the statement of the numbers in the Workhouse. I immedi- 
ately sent for mine, and after reading Mr. Phelan’s I again went over my 
own carefully, but do not think that it contains anything requiring altera- 
tion It was written in entire ignorance of the inquiry which it appears 
has been in progress, and may on that account prove more satisfactory to 
the Commissioners. I therefore forward it without altering a letter. 

My information respecting Doctor O’Connell’s treatment has been derived 
from his own statements, and what I observed myself. It accords with the 
account given of it in Mr. Phelan’s report. I have stated above that I 
have no cause to complain of it, and neither have. I. It differs from the 
plan I myself pursue in some respects, but it is in accordance with that 
pursued by many good surgeons. There is on this, as on other medical 
questions, difference of opinion, and I do not think I should say a practi- 
tioner acted injudiciously because he did not do as I do. Dr. O’Connell is 
I perceive considered to have erred in not resorting to leeches. I do not 
resort to them in such subjects as these children. Doctor O’Connell has 
used blisters freely. X seldom employ them in the treatment of children. 
He seems to be condemned for not giving mercury, as many excellent 
surgeons do. I do not give mercury in such cases, but on the contrary 
question its use in my lecture. If strong astringents and stimulants were 
used indiscriminately by the nurse in the acute stage it was wrong, yet we 
sometimes use strong solution of nitrate of silver at the very commencement. 
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I believe the best course to be pursued in this case is to come to the 
conclusion that no one has been in fault. All parties have had extraordi- 
nary difficulties to contend with, and the consequences, although to Be re- 
gretted, are not perhaps more injurious than under the circumstances were 
to be expected. 



In the preceding report I omitted to suggest the free use of Chlorine for 
the purpose of disinfecting the apartments, and decomposing or neutral- 
izinu any pernicious miasmata or effluvia which may be generated.. the 
method of extricating it is not attended with difficulty or any material ex- 
pense, and I suppose the apothecary will undertake the instruction of per- 
sons to conduct the process. It must however be used with caution and 
judgment lest the children should be exposed to the fumes. j AC0B 



ii Report on the Ophthalmia which prevails among the children belonging 

' to the Tipperary Union Schools and Auxiliary Workhouses made to 
the Poor Law Commissioners by W. II. Wilde, Esq., Fellow of the Royal 
College of Surgeons in Ireland, and Surgeon to St. Mark s Ophthalmic 
Hospital, Dublin. 

Westland-row , 24th August, 1850. 
Gentlemen— Pursuant to the desire expressed in your letter of the 10th 
instant, I proceeded to Tipperary, and accompanied by Mr. Langnshe, the 
Inspector, Dr. Evans, the Physician, and Dr. W. Reardon, Assistant Phy- 
sician to the Union, I visited the hospital recently established for the recep- 
tion of patients affected with the severe epidemic Ophthalmia, which has so 
long and so extensively affected the children belonging to the Union, and 
spent several hours in examining the cases submitted for my inspection, as 
well as the means provided for their accommodation, and inquiring into the 
treatment adopted by the physicians who have charge of them. 

I afterwards visited the Male and Female Schools in the town of lippe- 
rary, where the disease is said to have emanated. I likewise inspected the 
house in Jail-lane, which was originally used as an Ophthalmic Hospital on 
the breaking out of the epidemic; and then, accompanied by the Inspector 
and one of the Physicians, went to see the Female School at Grenane, about 
one mile distant. I now beg to submit to you the following report, in 
addition to that which I have already forwarded through you to the Physi- 
cians containing my opinion and advice with respect to the treatment which 
I would recommend them to adopt. 

From the evidence which I received, and from my own observations in 
the neighbourhood of the town of Tipperary it would appear that an epi- 
demic inflammation of the eyes, generally denominated Ophthalmia, has foi 
a long time prevailed among the lower orders in the neighbouring country 
parts, the injurious effects of which are manifest in several of the people, 
particularly those emaciated and broken down in health, whom I saw in the 

t0 'From the account given me by the Physicians it appears that the disease 
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first commenced among the children of the Girls’ School in the town of 
Tipperary, in the Spring of 1849, and that it went on progressing up to 
October last, when it assumed a more violent and decided character, so as 
to require their being removed to a separate house, the ordinary hospitals 
being too much over-crowded to admit of their reception. In answer to a 
series of questions which I addressed to Dr. Reardon, the Assistant Physi- 
cian, who has had charge of the Ophthalmic cases, he informs me, and his 
answers are confirmed by my own observations, that “ the class of patients 
attacked were debilitated, starved, female children, generally those recently 
admitted, worn out by previous want and privations of every kind — many 
having refused to come into the house in consequence of its crowded state, 
until they were exhausted to the last degree. Several were admitted this 
year labouring under Ophthalmia, some had already lost one eye, and the 
other was in a state of violent inflammation. The general health of the 
establishment was very bad indeed. We had cholera, dysentery, fever, 
and small pox, as well as several cases of gangrene and dropsy. There 
was no proper sewerage, neither was there sufficient water to cleanse the 
entire house, or purify the privies except what a horse brought daily from 
town. The Vice-guardians got some sewers made, but from their being 
frequently opened to admit others, the smell from them was very foul. The 
deaths in the Workhouse since Spring have been very numerous, the mor- 
tality varying from thirty-six to fifty weekly. Few men had the Ophthal- 
mia, I would say not one healthy man contracted it, and very few healthy 
women, except the ward-maids.” 

The Ophthalmia cases were treated in the Infirmary of the Hospital up 
to the 29th of October, 1849, when that establishment becoming over- 
crowded, a house was procured in Jail- lane, in the adjoining town of Tippe- 
rary, and 177 cases were immediately removed to it. According to the 
official return -which I have received, there were treated in the Jail -lane 
Auxiliary Hospital from the 29 th of October, 1849, to the 25 th March, 
1850, 752 cases, and from the 29th March, when Dr. Reardon, the pre- 
sent Assistant Physician was given charge of that establishment, 596 
cases, making in all 1,525 cases, 848 males and 677 females, received into 
the Jail-lane Hospital during the 8 months and 22 days which that house 
continued open. 

I am informed that in consequence of the representations and remon- 
strances made to the Inspector, Mr. Langrishe, by the Assistant Physician, 
that it was impossible to treat the cases properly in Jail-lane Hospital, that 
establishment was closed on the 18th July, and the 302 cases which it 
contained were removed to the present Ophthalmic Hospital. 

I visited the house which had been used as an hospital in Jail-lane, and 
at some personal risk inspected several of the apartments therein. I can 
scarcely conceive a more unsuitable or unhealthy locality. It is a store and 
a miserable old house in front, entered by a low archway, in a narrow dirty 
lane leading down to the river. The rooms small, low, cold, and totally 
incapable of proper ventilation, and only eight feet from the floor to the 
ceiliug. A more unsuitable place for the accommodation of the miserable 
Ophthalmic patients I can scarcely conceive. 

The present Ophthalmic Hospital is a large building in Meeting-house- 
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lane, originally used as a corn store, and containing four lofts which have 
been converted into wards; each loft is 71 feet long by 29 feet broad, and 
but 8 1 feet high. From this latter measurement however is to be subti acted 
the number of heavy beams which project under each ceiling, and were in- 
tended to support the great weight of corn which used to lie upon the 
floor above. These wards were ventilated upon one side by open window 
provided with largo wire gratings, and capable of being partiaUy closed 
during cold weather, or in high winds by perforated wooden shutters. The 
windows which are all unglazed, are not sufficiently high in the ward to 
procure proper ventilation, and in cold damp weather, or with the wind 

Latin* severely upon that side of the house, they are totally incapable of 
excluding either wind, cold, or rain; glazed windows m corresponding 
apertures exist upon the opposite side. I am fully conscious °f the d 
culties which the Guardians and officials had to encounter when the bulk- 
ing was taken for an hospital, and of the pressing necessity of removing . 
the children any where out of the Jail-lane establishment, but I think at 
the same time that some better arrangement of light, heat, and ventilation 
should have been put in force. No means has been provided for heating 
these apartments with the exception of the lower one ; and m the approach- 
ing cold weather the miserable children who are crowded into these waids 
must suffer severely from the effects of cold, and will naturally under such 
circumstances remain as much as possible in bed— a circumstance rather to 
be avoided in the treatment of the disease under which they labour. Should 
this establishment continue to be used as an hospital, it must not only ' 
heated and secured against the inclemency of the weather but I would 
suggest the propriety of having several wooden funnels about 18 inches 
in diameter inserted into the ceiling of each ward, so constructed as to 
communicate directly either through the roof or the walls of the house with 
the external air. I would suggest to the Commissioners the advantage and 
to the Guardians at large the economy of having some officers belonging to 
the Poor Law department thoroughly versed and educated in the most ap- 
proved method not only of constructing temporary hospitals, but having 
them properly heated, ventilated, and lighted. Such an officer might be sent 
from place to place where occasion required to report upon the most advan 
tageous locality for an hospital, and to direct the proper arrangements I 
have alluded to, and which those only who are instructed in such matters 
can be aware of. I carefully examined every part of this establishment, 
and spent upwards of four hours in inspecting the inmates, and having pio- 
cured a registry, I made a note of each individual patient in order to be 
able to give an accurate report of the present state of the patients, as well 

as the probable future result of each case. ■ , f 

I was informed that 241 new cases had been admitted up to the day ot 
my inspection, the 12th August, in addition to the 302 cases removed from 
the Jail lane Hospital, thus making a total ot 2,068 cases of Ophthalmia 
in the Tipperary Union, since the 29th of October last, and at the .me of 
my inspection there were in hospital 340 cases-l (0 boys, 156 girls, and 
1 4 adults. The ages of the two former varying from five to fourteen y ears 
upon an average. In the registry afforded me, the ages, notwiths ending 
that the children really appeared stunted in growth, seem to me mo t 
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instances slightly exaggerated by the patients themselves, possibly for the 
purpose of getting upon a more advanced diet roll. Ihese patients were 
distributed over the four wards already described, from 105 in the upper 
boys’ ward to 50 in the first female. There is a superintendent or head 
nurse over the whole, and two wardmaids or assistant nurses upon each 
flat, besides other attendants belonging to the washing and culinary depart- 
ments. I found the wards tolerably clean, and the air pure at the time I 
visited, most of the windows being open ; but I had in several instances 
occasion to remark upon the great want of cleanliness of the sheets, parti- 
cularly in those beds to which some of the most aggravated cases were 
confined. The clothing of the children was on the whole tolerably good 
and clean, but in several instances it was totally insufficient, ihe light 
baragon dresses, which in numbers of the children were old and ragged, 
will soon become an insufficient protection against the inclemency of the 
weather even in healthy persons, but in the disease under which they labour 
good warm clothing is most necessary. I would recommend a frieze or 
other comfortable woollen clothing to be immediately supplied to all the 
children in this establishment. 

Attached to the hospital is a small gravelled yard, 24 yards long by 20 
yards broad, surrounded by high walls, the whole resembling the yard of an 
ordinary prison. One side of this is formed by the hospital itself, and the 
opposite boundary is composed of the side wall of the Dysentery Hospital, 
the open windows of which overlook the yard, and are opposite to the 
side of the Ophthalmic Hospital, where the windows are unglazed. This 
is a very unpropitious circumstance, and should have been attended to in 
the first instance. The very disease (dysentery) treated there bears in 
many respects a resemblance to Ophthalmia, and has its seat in another 
portion of the same membrane. The mortality in this Dysentery Hospital 
has I understand been very great. I subsequently visited the house, and 
saw there a number of cases in the most lamentable condition. In one cor- 
ner of the yard next the Dysentery Hospital is the privy — the same for 
males and females. It is reached by a high flight of steps. I found it in 
a very dirty condition, and although I am long accustomed to bad smells, I 
must say the stench from it was almost intolerable. The night soil or ex- 
crementitious matter from the patients as well as the contents of all the 
night buckets of the 350 or 60 persons in the establishment, and all the 
slops are thrown into a box-cart which stands in an open archway beneath 
the elevated privy. This cart is, I was informed, only emptied twice a 
week, sometimes not so often. It should be removed at an early hour 
every morning, and both the privy and cart well cleansed with chlorine or 
Burnett’s fluid, or even common lime. There is but one small sewer, 
the inlet of which is in the immediate vicinity of the entrance to the hos- 
pital. I have been thus minute in my details of this most unhealthy and 
disgusting place, in order that they may be immediately attended to ; a3 
where there are a vast crowd of persons previously broken down by want 
and privation, and labouring under disease and congregated together, atten- 
tion to cleanliness, diet, clothing, ventilation, the means of taking exercise, and 
some provision for amusement or occupation, is of as much, if not of greater 
importance, than any medical treatment, which after all must be based upon 
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some general principle, and cannot certainly with the small staff, of attend- 
ants allowed by the Guardians enter minutely into the circumstance of each 
individual case. The yard of the hospital although clean and well gravelled, 
is totally insufficient to allow the children to take proper exercise in. Some 
means should likewise have been provided for separating the sexes. Gym- 
nastics or some other means of exercise should be provided for those patients 
that are in a convalescent state. 

The Guardians should be made aware that if by a neglect of these and 
other means to improve the health of the patients labouring under Ophthal- 
mia, a number of poor children become irrecoverably blind, it entails a 
much greater expense eventually to the Union, which must support such 
cases for life, than if a proper outlay was made in providing necessary" 
treatment and accommodation in the first instance. This fact demands even 
more imperative attention in an economic point of view, than any mortality 
which could possibly occur; the expense of supporting a totally blind person 
in life far exceeding that spent upon a coffin and shroud. 

The disease of the eyes under the effects of which the cases submitted 
for my inspection here labour, is an epidemic inflammation of the conjunc- 
tiva or external coat of the eye, commencing and chiefly having its seat in 
the inside of the eyelids, but in many instances extending rapidly to the 
globe, and destroying either by sloughing in the first instance, or by subse- 
quent ulceration, the cornea or transparent external coat, and so producing 
complete or partial blindness in one or both eyes. I believe it to be a mo- 
dified form of the disease, denominated Egyptian Ophthalmia, which I have 
seen upon a large scale at Cairo and in other parts of the Levant, and which 
committed such ravages in the British army at the time of, and subsequent 
to its occupation of Egypt in 1803. This disease still exists among the 
British troops, and a vast number of soldiers both at home and in the colo- 
nies, lose their sight from it, and become pensioners upon the country. It 
has also lingered in particular regiments for years, notwithstanding every 
effort made to eradicate it, and such regiments having frequently changed 
climates. It used formerly to spread in public schools, particularly charter 
houses, and it has several times appeared in the country parts of Ireland, 
and spread among the people, not then subject to any particular privation, 
and apparently in previous good health. So long ago as 1720, an epidemic 
of this nature broke out near Castletowndelvin, in the County Westmeath, 
and a vast number of people lost their sight in consequence. 

It is manifestly contagious, as much so as fever, cholera, dysentery, or 
any other established contagious or infectious disease, from some peculiar 
state of the atmosphere, acting upon those who happen at the time to be 
good recipients for its seeds. An impaired state of the constitution, broken 
down health and spirits, crowding together, particularly at night time, in large 
masses, and the want of proper air and exercise, have I think materially 
conduced to spread the epidemic in the Tipperary Uniou. At the same time 
it must be remarked, that very mauy apparently healthy children have taken 
the disease, and that in several instances, it was brought in by persons from 
the country parts, who at the moment laboured under the disease. When 
once this disease takes root in a school, or barrack, or jail, it is always diffi- 
cult to eradicate it; and it should be made known to the Guardians, that even 
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under the most favorable circumstances, and even among previously healthy 
persons in the better ranks of life, it requires a great length of time and the 
most watchful care to get rid of its effects. The effects principally consist m 
an exuberant growth of the membrane of the lids in which the disease was 
originally seated, and which at even a remote period, and after the original 
inflammation has long since subsided, may produce and constantly does mis- 
chief, by rendering the transparent structures of the eye opaque.. At the 
same time the constitutional health is, in the great majority of instances, 
more or less impaired, and always demanding the serious attention of the 
surgeon. This peculiar condition of the lining membrane of the eyelids, 
from whatever cause it springs, denominated technically, “ granular lids,” 
is one of the most frequent sources of blindness among the lower orders in 
this kingdom. Whether it arises from the greater humidity of the climate or 
the dirty habits and impoverished condition of the poor it is not easy to deter- 
mine, but I think more instances of it are to be found in Ireland, than in any 
other country in Europe. It is also one of the most intractable diseases we 

^^have no fault to find with the treatment pursued by the Medical Attend- 
ants as far as it came under my observation. It has been, I believe, that 
adopted by a large number of practitioners who have not devoted special 
attention to the diseases of the eye, and in the Tipperary Union, from the 
circumstances already detailed, the treatment of the disease has been attended 
with peculiar difficulties. If my opinion has differed as to the mode of treat- 
ment employed by Dr. Keardon, who has had the . charge of the Ophthalmic 
Hospital, it is not more so than I meet with daily in private practice. 

As neither the Guardians nor non-medical officials could well understand 
the line of treatment for the Ophthalmia in its present stage, which I thought 
proper to point out, and which Dr. Evans and Dr. Keardon willingly adopted ; 
and as moreover the urgency of the case demanded some immediate steps to 
be taken, I addressed a letter to these gentlemen immediately after my return 
from Tipperary, on which I presume they have since acted. You possess a 
copy of that letter.* . , , , 

I examined all the cases in the Ophthalmic Hospital, and performed some 
trivial operations upon many, pointing out to the Medical Attendants what I. 
should like to be done, and having notes taken of the treatment in several of 
the most severe cases. Of the 340 cases which I examined, I find by refer- 
ring to my notes, that 16 cases, 10 males and 6 females, have irrecoverably 
lost both eyes, and in 2 more they were on the point of being lost; 32 persons, 
23 males and 9 females, have lost one eye ; 33 cases, 16 males and 17 
females, have one eye blemished, so as to impair, but not altogether destroy 
vision ; and in 6 cases, 3 males and 3 females, the same condition exists 
with regard to both eyes; in all, 87 of those submitted to my inspection, 
where the eye or eyes had suffered to a greater or lesser extent. I saw, how- 
ever some other cases in an advanced stage of the disease, where mischief 
must inevitably ensue. Whether these 87 are the entire number of cases 
out of the 2,068 treated, where complete or partial injury has occurred, 1 
have no means of judging, but if they are, I do not think it at all remarkable. 
In some instances of violent inflammation of the eyes, even under the. most 
favorable circumstances, it is not possible by art to preserve the integrity of

the organ, and 18 cases of total loss of both eyes, or 1 in every 113 is, I 
think, under the circumstances, rather a favorable result. Of those, where 
both eyes are for the present deprived of sight, but not irrecoverably lost, se- 
veral may in process of time have operations performed with a fair hope of 
obtaining moderately useful vision. But this will much depend on the im- 
provement of their general health — their being removed to a more genial 
atmosphere. 

There prevailed an opinion among the officials, that several cases had been 
induced by malingerers — the boys wishing I think to be freed from school, 
and to get a better class of food; but upon inquiry ana cross-examining the 
persons who were said to have first propagated the report, I did not find it 
borne out by their answers; a few cases of it may however have occurred, 
but it certainly did not prevail to any extent. 

Having given my opinion to the medical men with respect to the treat- 
ment, I have now to impress upon all parties the urgent necessity of there 
being some better accommodation provided in a more healthful locality. If 
a country residence could be had with a few acres of land (a green field), and 
that one half of the cases were immediately removed there, and left without 
any medical treatment whatever, kept clean, and got a more nourishing diet, 
&c., &c., they would recover sooner than by any the most skilful treatment 
in the present hospital. 

As I think it scarcely possible for one person to devote to all these cases 
sufficient time daily, I would suggest to the Commissioners the propriety of 
affording temporary aid to Dr. Reardon. This gentleman has afforded me a 
statistical return of the number of cases treated in the Meeting-house Hos- 
pital from the 30th March to the 20th August, from which it would seem 
that the admissions varied from 17 to as many as 70 weekly; the disease 
appearing to increase with the warm weather. From the same document, it 
would appear that 143 adults suffered from Ophthalmia since October last, 
being chiefly delicate females, and some of the wardmaids and attendants. 

I am informed that previous to the 29th October, 1 2 people — 8 males and 4 
females — “were absolutely blind;” but all these did not, I believe, come 
under my inspection. Several children also, who had lost their eyesight, or 
had impaired vision during the past year, have been removed by their friends 
to the country parts, but of these I could not gain any distinct account. 

It is right that the Commissioners and Guardians should understand dis- 
tinctly the meaning I attach to being “totally blind.” By being totally blind, 

I understand those cases where both eyes either become wasted, or so disor- 
ganized as to render all hope of vision irredeemable. There are many at pre- 
sent blind, who may hereafter by treatment and the efforts of nature recover 
some amount of vision. This observation I make, in order to account for 
any discrepancy which may appear between this report and the statements of 
those whose duty it is to report upon the condition and consequences of the 
Ophthalmia. Those whom one practitioner considers at the moment blind, 
another may see a fair hope of amendment or recovery in, by operation or 
otherwise, and each will consequently place such patieuts in a different 
category. 

I have just heard that the suggestions contained in my letter to the medical 
men have been acted upon, and that the children who were patients in the 
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Ophthalmic Hospital in Tipperary, have been removed into an Auxiliary 
Workhouse at some distance in the country ; I am glad to find that the Boar d 
of Guardians have sn promptly acted on my suggestion, but at the same time, 

I regret that Dr. Reardon’s attendance upon the children has been disconti- 
nued- I do not knorv, and I do not care, what this gentleman s medical quali- 
fications are, but I found him intelligent, painstaking, active, and humane, 
and having been put by me in possession, during the day I spent m lippe- 
rarv, of my views with respect to the Ophthalmia and its treatment, and hay- 
ing moreover conducted the patients through the early stages of the disease, 
under the most disadvantageous circumstances, I do not think it is to the 
advantage of the children that his attendance should be now discontinued. 

Accompanied by Mr. Langrishe, the Inspector, and Dr. Evans I visited 
the boys’ and girls’ schools in the town of Tipperary, where the disease has 
principally appeared. In the boys’ school in Kelson-street, there were at the 
time of my visit 107 children, but I am informed that there have been lately 
as many as 370 in this establishment* From the 1 5th May to the 15th 
August, according to a report furnished to me by Mr. Langrishe 1 1 0 boys 
were admitted jiito the Ophthalmic Hospital from this school. I he school- 
master, informed me that the school hours were from 10 a.m. to 3 r.M. this 
I think is an amount, of confinement quite incompatible with the maintenance 
of health, in boys such as those I saw here, and whose physical characters 1 
have described in the previous portion of this report. Three times a week, 
when the weather permits, the boys are taken out for a walk upon the roads, 
for an hour or sometimes more. They, seldom or never get a holiday. There 
is a small ball alley attached to this school, with a narrow slip of gi availed 
walk adjoining ;.. both presenting excessive glare to the eyes ; but there is no 
playground belonging to the institution. This is a manifest defect, not only 
in a moral, but in an economic point of view. I can assure the Guardians, 
that a single acre of green field, properly supplied with a gymnasium, and 
other suitable means of taking active exercise, provided in the immediate vici- 
nity of the town, wherein the boys and girls of the Workhouse schools could, 
the males at one time, and the females at another, spend a couple of hours 
daily would save them a large amount of expenditure in hospitals, medicines, 
and medical attendance. If the children of the rich and healthy require this 
at our upper class schools, liow much more do those poor, dispirited, and ema- 
ciated creatures, congregated together in masses, and deprived by their un- 
happy circumstances of the sympathy of their natural guardians, demand some 
such means of recreation? I examined the food and clothing supplied in this 
establishment; both were very good, but neither will supply the defect 

alluded to. , , . . , , , 

The dormitories in Kelson-street school are long thatched apartments, each 
6 1 feet lonv, and 1 5 feet wide, the walls 8 feet high, and the ridgepole of the 
roof 161 The ventilation heretofore provided in each of these apartments, 
has been, to my mind, totally inadequate; but shortly before my visit, and 
When the schools had been considerably thinned, the Inspector had greatly 
improved the condition of the atmosphere, by increased ventilation. Dighty 
boys have usually slept in each of these apartments; but one of the attendants 
present at the time of my visit, informed me that as many as 125 used to 
sleep in one of these rooms; upon inquiry the schoolmaster informed me, that 
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the Ophthalmia almost invariably attacked the children during the night time, 
and chiefly those who slept in these apartments; in the front house in Nelson- 
street, which was originally a private dwelling, and the apartments conse- 
quently much better constructed, with respect to warmth and ventilation, 
than those which I have just described, I am informed that “there have been 
but few cases of Ophthalmia.” 

; There arc but two night buckets in each of the large wards in the thatched ^ 

house; and no means are taken to deodorize. their contents. Ihis should be 

attended to. The’ boys wash in the mornings, several at the samp bucket. 
There are, 1 am told, but six towels for the boys to dry themselves with in the 
entire school ; therefore, at those seasons when the school is quite full, there 
is but one towel to every 62 boys. I am inclined to. think that the Ophthal- 
mia is likely to spread by this very obvious defect; The boys cannot be pro- 
perly dried, and should the disease spread by contagion, there is no more 
likely means of diffusing its virus. The privy of Nelson-street school was 
similarly circumstanced with that in the Ophthalmic Hospital, equally 
neglected, and equally offensive. I trust the observations which I have ven- 
tured to offer upon the defects of this school will be sufficient to point out the 
necessity of their removal, and to act as a warning to other Workhouses 
which maybe somewhat similarly circumstanced. 

I next visited the girls’ school at Bank-place. The house.is in some respect 
better situated than that in Nelson-street, but some of the upper rooms are 
miserably defective in ventilation, although the ceilings have been perforated 
in many places. There is, however, a spacious garden attached to this insti- 
tution. The management of this school is, I understand, much the same as 
that of the boys’ school. They originally measured 53 feet -by 18, and 8-J 
feet high, into which were crowded the children, to an extent, that can scarcely 
be credited. At the time of my visit, Mr. Langrislie had had the ceiling re- 
moved, and thereby increased the height to 15-^ feet. Ophthalmia has widely 
extended its ravages among the inmates of this establishment. 

I next proceeded to Grenane, where I found a most healthful establish- 
ment, consisting of 331 persons, of whom 317 were girls — clean, healthy, 
and apparently in good spirits. I inspected the dormitories and school-room, 
and no places could be in better order. There was a plentiful supply of water, 
and the night-soil cart was removed daily. Originally, I am informed, that 
many cases of Ophthalmia came from this school. It would make a very 
admirable convalescent hospital for the Ophthalmic patients. 

I beg to state that I have derived much assistance from Mr. Langrishe and 
Dr. Reardon, to whom I addressed a number of queries upon the subjects 
treated in the foregoing report.

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iii. — Copy of Letter from W. R. Wilde , Esq., F.R.C.S.I., to theMedical 

Attendants of the Workhouse of Tipperary Union, on Ophthalmic 

Disease therein, referred to in the foregoing report. 

Dublin, 21, Westland-row, 

1 6th August , 1850. 

Gentlemen, — Pending the presentation of my Report to the 
Poor Law Commissioners respecting the cases of Ophthalmia, which 
I examined upon Monday last, the 12th instant, in the auxiliary 
Workhouses of Tipperary, I beg leave to put you in possession 
of my views with respect to the treatment which I think it would 
now be most advisable to adopt. 

Upon the first seizure, if the previous general health of the patient 
is such as might warrant it, I would strongly recommend slight local 
depletion by means of a leech or two applied over the edge of the 
malar bone immediately beneath the external angle of the eye, and re- 
peated next day, if the strength of the patient permit it, or that the 
inflammation continue unabated. This refers to children, the most 
frequent subjects of the disease. The number of leeches must be regu- 
lated by the age and strength of the patient. In adults, cupping the 
temple, and drawing therefrom three or four ounces of blood, will, I 
think, be found beneficial in mitigating the severity of the original 
symptoms. Where there is much swelling of the lids, cold applica- 
tions are generally found most grateful. 1 highly approve of your 
judicious use of the nitrate of silver, but I would suggest the propriety 
of keeping a solution of that medicine in a separate vessel in each 
ward, and so managed as to exclude as much light as possible, for the 
dark precipitate thrown down by decomposition gives when applied 
to the eye unnecessary pain, and it is far from beneficial. I see no 
objection to your employing a solution of this medicine, as strong as 
six or eight grains to the ounce, in the very early stage when the con- 
junctivas of the lids become villous and pulpy, and pour out in great 
quantity a thin mucopurulent discharge, and that covering the globe 
is raised up into a serous chimosis. But as soon as ever the symp- 
toms of intense inflammation subside, I would lessen the strength to 
about three grains, or even one grain to the ounce. In cases, how- 
ever, where you think it advisable to employ the weak solution, it 
ought, I conceive, to be used more frequently, — say three times in the 
twenty-four hours. The nurses should be taught how to use this 
remedy. 

With the exception of some mild aperient given at the commence- 
ment of the attack in those cases where the tongue is white or loaded, 
I do not think much benefit will be derived from purging the class of 
patients you have to deal with ; neither do I see much good likely to 
accrue from lowering them by means of tartar emetic, the cases which 
will bear such being evidently the exceptions. If a warm bath can 
be easily obtained, I think good will ensue from its use ; and in the 
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treatment of the subsequent chronic stage, I am sure you will find it 
very desirable, but it must be properly managed to be effectual. 

As soon as local depletion has been had recourse to, the bowels 
freed, the bath used, and the solution of nitrate of silver dropped into 
the eye, I would strongly advise you to administer cinchona bark, 
and give it liberally, particularly during the sub-acute stage. The 
decoction, with a little of the syrup or liquor will, I presume, be the 
most easily obtained preparation, and the most applicable to a large 
institution. 

As far as the patients are willing to take it, I would recommend 
plenty of nutritious food, good wholesome bread and milk, or stira- 
bout and milk, as well as some broth containing fresh vegetables 
during the day. In the treatment of those cases now in hospital, as 
well as the regulation of the dietary of the schools where the disease 
has been acquired, I would suggest to you the propriety of varying 
the description of food from time to time. Properly cooked potatoes 
given once or twice a week, instead of the usual meal of brown bread, 
would, I am sure, be considered a luxury, and tend to keep the 
children in good health. Although the patients in the Ophthalmic 
Hospital may from its sweetness prefer tea to milk, I would not re- 
commend you to accede to their wishes generally ; but I think the use 
of cocoa, made of a proper strength, and given with an equal propor- 
tion of warm milk and some sugar, would be both palatable and nu- 
tritious. 

From what I saw of the disease, and from the account which you 
have given me, it is manifest that it is in the first instance amenable 
to treatment, few cases having occurred in which the cornea sloughed 
or the eye burst, through the violence of the primary attack. The 
great majority of cases in which permanent or irreparable mischief 
has occurred seem to be those in which the cornea ulcerated, and the 
iris protruded subsequently to the original attack, producing either 
staphyloma or extensive leucoma with adhesion of iris to the cornea. 
The treatment of such ulceration will no doubt greatly depend on the 
appearance presented in each individual case, but as such affections 
are nearly always induced by some constitutional derangement, 1 
would strongly urge the employment of bark, together with such other 
means of strengthening the system as circumstances will permit. 
Where the patient is much broken down in health, and that the dis- 
ease is in a chronic stage, I beg to suggest the plentiful use of cod 
liver oil, of which medicine a large supply should at once be procured, 
and a tablespoonful given to each child, two or even three times a 
day. I saw I am sure fifty cases among those under your care which 
would be greatly benefited by the use of this remedy. It is most ap- 
plicable to those cases in which there is much emaciation, paleness, a 
cold clammy skin, and large flabby granulations of the conjunctiva 
and sometimes transparent ulcers of the cornea. 

As the great tendency of this disease is to cause exuberant growth 
of the conjunctiva, presenting various kinds of granulations which form 
the sequelae of the affection, I would advise you in every instance, as 
soon as the swelling of the upper lid has subsided, and the more 
urgent symptoms have passed away, to evert the lid in order to examine 
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the state of its conjunctival lining, ancl to apply the solution of 
nitrate of silver directly to that part, and then by keeping the lid 
thus retained for a few seconds until the caustic has acted upon the 
swollen villous surface of the membrane, granulations may be pre- 
vented forming. 

With respect to the local treatment of the ulcers, several of which 
were nearly transparent, as if a piece had been chipped out of the 
cornea, I would recommend you to touch them with a solution of 
nitrate of silver of the strength of about four grains to the ounce, ap- 
plied with a fine camel’s hair pencil. These ulcers seem to me to 
penetrate the cornea from want of power in the neighbouring parts 
and the constitution generally to repair the mischief, few if any of 
them presenting the usual vascular connexion with the adjoining con- 
junctiva and sclerotic which is commonly set up to restore the breach. 
1 saw several instances in which the cornea had been ruptured, and 
the small portion of the iris protruded. 

These cases if allowed to proceed unchecked will inevitably go on 
from bad to worse. The aperture in the cornea enlarges, and a con- 
siderable portion of the iris protrudes, and the final result is either 
partial or complete staphyloma, or an extensive leucoma, the whole 
or a large portion of the pupil becoming attached to the cicatrix. In 
such cases, I would recommend, that as soon as you perceive the ulcer 
has penetrated, you should touch the knuckle of protruding iris with 
a very fine brush wet with a weak solution of nitrate of silver, and 
immediately afterwards drop into the eye a solution of atropine of 
the strength of two grains to one drachm of distilled water. The 
eyelids should then be fastened down with narrow strips of adhesive 
plaster, and a piece of fine lint plentifully smeared with the moistened 
extract of belladonna should be laid over the eye, and retained in this 
position by a light bandage. From the crowds at present in your 
hospital, and the liability of cases so circumstanced meeting with any 
accident, I would recommend them to be confined to bed. The e} r e 
should not be opened for the next four days, but as the lint becomes 
soiled and stiff with the discharge it may be changed as often as 
necessaiy, and belladonna applied round the orbit. In cases where 
ectropion of the upper lid has taken place during the violence of the 
original inflammation, great care should be taken to restore the lid to 
its natural position, as it sometimes remains in this most distressing 
condition for weeks or even months, of which you have at present 
some examples in the hospital. 

The foregoing observations refer to the more active forms of the 
disease. I now give you my opinion of the chronic cases which form 
the great majority of those you submitted to my inspection. 

In the observations which it is my duty to make and the recom- 
mendations which I suggest, for the removal of those errors which it 
appears to me have been committed and still exist in the general 
management of your Ophthalmic Hospital, I beg to state that I am 
well aware that it is not within your power to rectify them. Their 
removal I will strongly impress upon the Commissioners, but at the 
same time it is proper that you should always bear them in your re- 
collection. The wards of the hospital are much too low, and far too 
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many patients are crowded into them. The ventilation is both irre- 
gular and inadequate. The clothing of a great number of the chil- 
dren is insufficient. During the approaching cold weather some 
means for heating the wards must be procured, and the unglazed win- 
dows must in inclement weather be properly secured. Cleanliness is 
not sufficiently attended to. Three sponges are not enough for a ward 
containing nearly one hundred patients ; there should be at least a 
dozen sponges, and the elder children should be shown how to use 
them themselves, and compelled to do so several times a day. For 
the recent cases, where the discharge is believed to be infectious, I 
would recommend the use of small portions of tow instead of sponges, 
as a fresh supply of the former could be had daily at a very small ex- 
pense. I do not think three night buckets sufficient for the number 
of patients in each ward ; there ought to be at least five or six. The 
removal of excrementitious matter, and the cleanliness of the privy 
has not been sufficiently attended to. You should insist on having 
the ordure cart removed daily. At the time of my inspection, the 
bedding, particularly the sheets, were not as clean, and consequently 
as healthy, as you are aware they ought to be. 

I will strongly urge upon the Commissioners the necessity of im- 
mediately procuring some country place where the ophthalmic patients 
may be removed to, where they will have a constant supply of fresh 
air, and be able to take open air exercise (if possible in a green field, 
instead of a small confined yard), without which means, neither me- 
dicine nor any effort on your part will prove available in a great 
number of cases. 

I would suggest the advantage, both to yourselves and the patients 
under your care, of making some classification of them according to 
the severity of their symptoms, and thus prepare the way for lessen- 
ing the number of children in the establishment. I saw several 
patients with slight granular lids, and some mucous discharge from 
the eyes, but without any inflammation of the conjunctiva of the globe, 
or any intolerance of light, who might at once be removed it a proper 
place was provided for them. As the disease is not likely to be in- 
fectious in that stage, they might be sent to the parent Workhouse, 
or back to school, provided they were not confined and employed in 
learning five or six hours a day, which I find is the time the children 
have been occupied in the schools where the disease was originally 
contracted. In treating these mild forms of chronic Ophthalmia, I 
think you will find it beneficial to use the wine of opium, made with- 
out aromatics, and mixed with an equal quantity of laurel water, 
dropped into the eyes once a day. 

Chronic Ophthalmia kept up by a granular condition of the con- 
junctiva. of the lids, chiefly the upper, is now what you have princi- 
pally to treat. By making the following classification and getting a 
registry constructed in accordance with it, you will, I think, be able 
to get through your work with greater facility. If moreover, each 
class could be kept in a separate ward, it would, I think, hasten their 
cure. Until another house is procured, the present large wards might 
be divided by temporary partitions : — 
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Class 1 All the recent cases before they have passed into the 

chronic form ; they should if possible be at the top of the house. 

Class 2. — The totally and irrecoverably blind would, I think, be 
better separated from the rest of the patients. 

Class 3. — All those with ulcers of the cornea, protrusions of the 
iris, staphyloma not producing blindness. In recent cases of staphy- 
loma of the cornea projecting through the lids, and causing much irri- 
tation, I would recommend you to tap the protruding part with a flat 
needle every now and then, so as to lessen its bulk and remove the 
pressure of the contained fluid. A light pad made to exercise some 
degree of pressure on the eye, while this mode of treatment was 
being adopted, I have known to prove beneficial. In all cases of re- 
cent adhesion between the cornea and iris, I would recommend the 
continued dilatation of the pupil, by means of atropine or belladonna. 
In those cases where complete closure of the pupil exists, but in 
which the operation of artificial pupil may hereafter be resorted to 
with some hope of success, equal care should be taken both to improve 
the general health and to remove any disease existing in the eyelids 
with those cases already described. 

The first and third classes should be visited daily, the second but 
every third day. 

Class 4 with small hard granulations, generally distinct and 

separate, I would recommend to be touched according to the man- 
ner I pointed out, every second day with sulphate of copper. They 
need not be examined upon the intermediate days. The constitu- 
tional treatment by means of bark, or cod liver oil, should be em- 
ployed in several of these. Where there is much intolerance of light, 
irritation of the membrane of the external nares, and swelling of the 
upper lid, with other strumous manifestations in any of your cases, 
I would recommend you to use, in connexion with the bark, very 
minute doses of the oxymuriate of mercury (the sixteenth to the eighth 
of a grain) : such cases will also be benefited by the application of a 
blister to the vertex ; but blistering in the generality of cases, such 
as those I witnessed in your Ophthalmic Hospital, will not, in my 
opinion, prove beneficial. I do not think the usual bitter infusions, 
or even hydriodate of potash, improve such cases, or indeed any 
cases of Ophthalmia in young persons ; but some benefit may be 
derived from the use of the syrup of iodide of iron, particularly in 
the cases of very young children. 

Class 5, — with large distinct granulations, such as those you saw 
me remove, and which principally congregate at the sulcus made by 
the reflection of the conjunctiva from the upper lid to the globe. 
These cases should be seen, and their lids everted daily, and as many 
of the granulations as possible cut off with a curved scissors. The 
inner surface of the lids may be scarified slightly occasionally. The 
bleeding, which will prove rather beneficial, should be encouraged by 
fomentation with warm water. The constitutional treatment of such 
cases is even more necessary than in the foregoing class. Beside 
the removal of these large granulations, some local astringent should 
now and then be employed as the granulations become removed, 
such as the sulphate of copper, solutions of nitrate of silver, or the 
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acetate of lead, which latter I shall presently allude to. From week 
to week, cases of this and the 4th and 6th classes, may he re- 
moved into the seventh class, which will not require such constant 
attendance. 

Class 6. — Those in which the conjunctiva presents a uniform gra- 
nular condition, the surface of the granulations, however, being 
tolerably smooth, although they can be separated by passing a probe 
between large packets of them. They are generally less florid than 
in the preceding class, and the patients are always run down in 
health. They will require an energetic constitutional treatment, 
with as much animal food as the dietary of the institution will per- 
mit. Ulceration of the cornea exists in a great number of these 
cases, presenting the appearance of an abrasion of its surface without 
any surrounding greyness. The local treatment which I think you 
will find most beneficial in these cases, is to unload the deep con- 
gested purple granulations by very light scarifications, and in a day 
or so afterwards to apply finely levigated acetate of lead. For this 
purpose the lids should be everted, their internal surface gently dried, 
and the lead applied, either with the top of the finger or a camel’s 
liaii- pencil, so as to completely cover over the exposed surface. The 
lid should be still held firmly everted for at least a minute, during 
which time the lead will have dissolved, and the granulations will 
have changed colour considerably, assuming the hue of an unripe 
mulberry. The part should then be washed free of the application 
with a little clean water, either by means of a syringe or sponge. 
It will not be necessary to examine these lids again for three days. 

As there is an opinion that lead is deposited, and leaves a permanent 
stain where there is any breach of surface in the cornea, perhaps it 
would be as well to confine this application to the cases where ulce- 
ration does not exist, using the solution of nitrate of silver, applied 
after the same manner as in those where ulceration is present. 

I would, as soon as proper accommodation and other means were 
supplied by the Poor Law Guardians or Commissioners, com- 
pletely separate all those who are totally and irrecoverably blind, 
from the rest of the patients. As soon also as possible, some descrip- 
tion of amusement should be procured for the children, who should be 
kept upon fine days as much as possible in the open air, or in a large 
airy day ward in wet weather. Fortunately there being so little into- 
lerance of light in the great majority of the cases your hospital pre- 
sents, the children will always be able to do this. 

I have been much struck with the circumstance of there being so 
little development of scrofula in the children affected with the pre- 
sent epidemic Ophthalmia in Tipperary, only two or three instances 
of enlargement of the glands of the neck presenting in 350 patients ; 
a fact of some interest as tending to show the purely epidemic nature 
of the disease, and to distinguish it, even in the chronic form, from 
that generally denominated scrofulous Ophthalmia, It also appeared 
to me remarkable that only one or two instances of pannus or vas- 
cular cornea, such as that which so frequently occurs as the conse- 
quence of Ophthalmia in the army, were to be seen in the vast num- 
ber of cases under your care, and in several of which sufficient time had 
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elapsed to permit of tlie formation of such appearance. This circum- 
stance, I think, tends to show the asthenic nature of the disease you 
have had to treat, and the broken down class of subjects in which it. 
has appeared. Extreme coldness of the end of the nose is a symptom 
which I have long observed to be attendant upon chronic Ophthal- 
mia with granular lids in debilitated patients, and it was to be 
observed very frequently among the children in your Ophthalmic 
Hospital; to such cases, the cod liver oil is peculiarly applicable. 
The total absence of all other Ophthalmic diseases, except the puru- 
lent Ophthalmia and its consequences, was most remarkable, and the 
circumstance is fortunate, as had the internal structures of the eye 
partaken in the inflammatory action, the disease would have been less 
under control, and the usual remedies, mercury in particular, inappli- 
cable to the class of patients you have had to deal with. Of pustular 
Ophthalmia, so common among children and young persons at 
present, I did not see a single instance, either in the hospital or 
among the numerous pupils, males and females, whom I saw in the 
schools. 

When recommending the application of lead to the villous or gra- 
nular surface of the conjunctiva, X should have remarked, that after 
one or two applications it will form a sort of enamel of a whitish 
colour, and great smoothness over the surface of the lid ; so long as 
this is present it should not be interfered with, nor the remedy re- 
applied, except to such spots as it has not taken full effect upon. 

As the yard of the present establishment is so confined, I would 
strongly suggest the propriety of sending forty or fifty patients under 
the superintendence of a proper caretaker, a little distance into the 
country every day. Two hours’ freedom in some of the neighbouring 
green fields daily, would be of great benefit to the poor children, 
cooped up within the narrow limits of the hospital, and would be an 
eventual saving to the guardians and ratepayers, in the items of 
medicine, medical attendance, hospitals, and the subsequent perma- 
nent support of a number of blind people. There are several patients 
in your hospital whose sight might be saved if they were completely 
removed from the establishment and placed under the care of their 
friends in the country. But this is a matter on which I do not pos- 
sess sufficient information to be able to suggest any decided step. 

If, upon the breaking up of your present establishment, and the 
removal of the patients to a more healthy locality, you could by 
any means get rid of the fleas which swarm in the beds, and literally 
cover the sheets with minute specks of blood, it would, I think, tend 
to improve the health and minister to the comforts of the miserable 
patients you have to treat. 

As it will be necessary to examine each individual case of the 
three hundred and fifty now under treatment, to evert the eyelid ot 
each patient, and apply the necessary remedies, as well as prescribe 
medicine and regulate the dietary, once in three days at least, and 
in some cases it will be required daily, I will recommend the Com- 
missioners to afford you additional medical assistance as soon as pos- 
sible. Until, however, some more healthy locality, with sufficient 
ground for enabling the children to take exercise, is supplied, I do 
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not think any general improvement will take place in those now 
under you care.

The Commissioners for administering the Laws for Belief of the Poor 
in Ireland have received a communication by command of His Excellency t 
Lord Lieutenant, stating that as the duty of taking the Census in Ireland m 
the present year is imposed upon the Constabulary by the Act of 13 and 
14 Viet. cap. 44, it appears to His Excellency that that duty is para- 
mount to the duty usually performed by the Constabulary, of chs n- 
buting and collecting Voting Papers in the Elections of Guaidians, for 
which the Returning Officers have the power of appointing other persons; 
and it appears that the services of the Constabulary will be required 
for the purposes of the Census at such time as would prevent them being em- 
ployed in the above duty in the Election of Guardians. ... . , 

Under these circumstances, as the services of the Constabulaiy " ill not be 
available for the distribution and collection of Voting Papers at the time 
at which it will become necessary to issue them m case of any contested 
Election in the present Annual Election of Guardians, the Commissioners 
desire to call your attention to the article at the commencement of the Older 
containing the Regulations for the conduct of the Election, which provides as 
follows: — 

“The police force, employed in the Uniou are hereby appointed to be 
“assistants to the Returning Officer for posting the Notice, and for 
“distributing and collecting the Voting Papers as hereinafter directed. 
“Provided always, that if in any case the services of the police force 
“should not be available or sufficient for the purpose, the Returning 
“Officer shall, on receiving information thereof, appoint a competent 
“number of fit and proper persons to act as his assistants instead of 
“the police, so far as shall duly appear to be necessaiy. 

Yon will, therefore, should it become necessary to issue Voting Papers, 
take care to procure in due time the services of trustwoifhy persons 
acquainted with the respective localities, for the distribution and collec- 
tion of such papers. The remuneration usually allowed to persons so 
employed, not being persons iu the police force, is at the rate of two shillings 
a day while, engaged in this service.

Adverting to the Commissioners’ Circular of 8th instant,* re- 
lating to the employment of persons other than the Constabulary, 
whose services will not be . available, for the distribution and collec- 
tion of Voting Papers, I am directed by the Commissioners for admi- 
nistering the Laws for Relief of the Poor in Ireland to state, that 
they have ^in some instances received applications for their sanction 
to the employment of the Collectors of Poor Rates or their assistants, 
and of Relieving Officers, in the distribution and collection of the 
Voting Papers where it may be necessary to issue them. 

It is desirable that, where practicable, this duty should be per- 
formed by responsible officers ; and as it will, according to the regu- 
lations, occupy only two or at most four days, and will therefore not 
cause any material interruption of the ordinary duties of the Union 
Officers referred to, the Commissioners are prepared to sanction their 
being employed to perform the duty in question, provided the Board 
of Guardians permit their services to be so applied, for which per- 
mission it will be your duty to apply. 

If the services of the Union Officers should not be available or suf- 
ficient, you will have to employ other proper persons in accordance 
with the regulation pointed out in the Circular of 8th instant. 

As it appears, however, from a further communication recently 
received from the Inspector- General, that it is possible that in some 
cases the services of the Constabulary, or some of them, may be 
available, you will take care to ascertain whether you can obtain 
their services in sufficient number, or not, before you employ other 
persons.

Inquiries having been recently addressed to the Commissioners 
for administering the Laws for Relief of the Poor in Ireland as to the 
mode of preparing and closing the Accounts of Unions in which

Vie. e. 104, are in force, the Commissioners deem it right to state tor 
your information the course which they think should be adopted in 
bringing to charge the relief given in the Workhouse of the parent 
Union to paupers chargeable to the new Union. , 

In the ledger of the parent Union an account should be opened, _ as 
already explained to the several Union Clerks, f for each new Union 
to which the reservation order applies, and m these accounts the new 
Unions should be debited with the cost of the maintenance of their 
paupers according to the collective number of days, m the same man- 
ner as if each such new Union were an Electoral Division ; and also 
with its due proportion of clothing and bedding m the same way. 
It should likewise be debited with that proportion of the establish- 
ment charges which it is required by the reservation order to pay, 
and as some misapprehension appears to have existed m regard to 
the particular items of establishment charges to be included in the 
charge against the new Unions, the Commissioners desire to draw 
your particular attention to the terms of the Order which provides 
that a certain part “of the establishment and other charges incidental 
to the upholding and management of the said Workhouse or Jror*- 
houses ,” shall bl paid by the Guardians of the new Union from which 
you will perceive that there are many items included under the head 
of establishment charges, as for instance the salaries of the Clerk 
and Relieving Officers, which are not properly chargeable to the

Any payments which may be made by the new Union to the 
parent Union under the reservation order, should be placed to the 
credit of the new Union in the account opened as above described, 
and may be brought into the abstract under the head other 

The accounts of the new Union will be kept in the ordinary way, 
the paupers in the "Workhouse of the parent Union being charged to 
the several Electoral Divisions according to residence m the same 
way as if they were in a Workhouse belonging to the new Union, and 
the amount of the establishment charges payable to the parent Union 
being debited to the several Electoral Divisions according to net 

annual value. . , , . t 

The Commissioners desire at the same time to state that they thinK 
it desirable that in all cases where a reservation order is m force, the 
accounts of the parent Union should be audited before yon proceed 
to audit the accounts of the new Union, in order that the accuracy of 
the charge made by the former against the latter may be ascertained ; 
and they also request that at each half-yearly audit of the accounts of 
any Union, the boundaries of which have been altered, you will exa- 
mine the accounts of the old Electoral Divisions, which must be 
regularly kept by the Clerk, and ascertain that credit is duly given 
for rates made previously to the alteration of the Union, and col- 
lected since the previous audit, and also that payments on account

am directed by the Commissioners to call your particular attention to 
the following provision, which is contained in the section referred to, 
in regard to the payment of the Annuities : — . 

“ And in case the Board of Guardians shall not sooner pay the 
same, the said Treasurer shall from all Lodgments made with him 
from time to time of the first or any subsequent Rate or Rates on ac- 
count of each such Electoral Division in the Union, after every yearly 
day of payment of such Annuities, reserve one equal third part thereof, 
and place the same to the credit of the Electoral Division in an account 
to be entitled the ‘ Loans’ Repayment Account,’ until -the aggregate 
amount which shall become payable from time to time on account of 
the Annuity charged on such Electoral Division, or, as the case may 
require, the Annuities charged on all the Townlands and other deno- 
minations and places, if any, in such Electoral Division, and all 
arrears, if any, in respect of any previous year or years, shall have 
been received, and placed to such account as aforesaid, and the Trea- 
surer of the Union shall pay over from time to time all sums so re- 
served, as aforesaid, into the Bank of Ireland, to be there placed to a 
separate account, in the name of the Paymaster of Civil Services in 
Ireland, to be entitled the 1 Loans’ Repayment Account.’ ” 

I am at the same time to state that the requisite account, entitled 
the “ Loans’ Repayment Account,” has been opened at the Bank of 
Ireland by the Paymaster of Civil Services, and the remittances 
which may be made by you to that account should be made in the 
same way as the payments heretofore on account of Rate-in- Aid, par- 
ticular care being taken to make the remittances to the proper account, 
viz., the £< Loans’ Repayment Account.”

Gentlemen, 

Herewith I have the honor to submit a general statement 
showing the progress made up to this time in the building operations 
connected with the permanent new Poorliouses which have been 
determined upon since the Reports of the Poor Law Boundary Com- 

“ The D 'three new Unions of Dingle, Castletown, and Belmullet also 
embraced in the Report of the Boundary Commissioners, have then 
new Workhouses now completed and occupied, owing to these build- 
ings having been determined on prior to the Report of the Boundary 

Commissioners above mentioned. 

Great delay lias been created in the commencement of some of the 
buildings, as will he seen in the statement above alluded to, fiom the 
difficulties found to arise from various causes m obtaining P 0sS ?* sl ™ 
of the sites selected for the intended new buildings ; but most, if not 
all of these, I presume, may he expected to be now speedily removed, 
and the respective buildings to be set in progress. _ 

I have to P report that the works generally are being executed in a 
satisfactory manner, most of the contracts having been taken by 
respectable contractors on favorable terms. In the unlimited com- 
petition which is inseparable from tenders for public works of 
the kind, the difficulty is much greater in avoiding the acceptance 
of tenders often made by parties at amounts below the fair remune- 
rative value of the work ; and where low contracts are undertaken 
by needy contractors, no amount of money, security, or vigilant 
inspection can be fairly relied on as a security for the fair progress 
or urouer execution of tlie woik. 

At Newport and Killala it lias been found necessary to carry on 
the work by weekly payments, sent by your Board after receipt 
and Examination of the accounts, which, with the retons of the 
men employed, &c, are received each week from the Cleih 

^With regard to the other building operations, there is still much 
being done® in adding to the original buildings after the mode des- 
cribed in the last Annual Report, and as approved in each case by 

your Board, and drawings are being made for other works of the 

kl ^uildings > of CO a more or less temporary nature, which have been 
sanctioned by your Board, are also still being earned on in several 
Unions. New plans are at this time being made for a large new 
Pool-house, intended to contain 2,000 inmates for the Clonmel Union, 
where the Board of Guardians have found the House of Industry 
(hitherto made the Union Workhouse) insufficient for the purpose 
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without the aid of extensive old premises as auxiliary establish- 
ments.

To the Poor Law Commissioners. 

p.s I ought again to allude to the neglected state of the painting 

of the woodwork of the Poorliouses ot many ot the Unions. Some 
of the external woodwork I have observed to be in a state of rapid 
decay, and the sills of the windows and other exposed woodwork 
must necessarily require extensive renewal, unless speedily attended 
to. The woodwork to some of the buildings is still without paint 
since the houses were built, instead of receiving a good coat externally 
at least every other year. Representations to this effect have at diffe- 
rent times been made by your Board ; but probably from the pressure 
on the Guardians from other matters, the repair and maintenance of 
the houses is unfortunately in many places much overlooked. 

I find also that where contracts for painting are made, sufficient 
precautions are seldom adopted to insure the use of good white, lead 
and other good ingredients. The safest and best way, perhaps, is for 
the Guardians to purchase the materials, and contract for labour 
only.
